Airlines  Bus  Terminal — a  Need  Fulfilled 


San  Francisco's  new  ultra-modern  $2  million  Airlines  3us  Ternninal  a+ 
Taylor  and  O'Farrell  Streets,  serving  San  Francisco  Internaticnal  Airport,  en- 
hances the  city's  role  as  the  major  air  terminal  point  of  the  Pacific  Coast.  It 
is  the  first  of  its  kind  west  of  New  York. 

The  project,  to  be  dedicated  January  5,  1959,  was  built  with  private 
capital  after  an  agreement  signed  September  I,  1956.  between  the  Barrett 
Terminals,  Inc.  and  five  major  airlines — American  Airlines,  Pan  American 
World  Airways,  Trans  World  Airlines,  United  Air  Lines  and  Western  Airlines. 
The  Barrett  Terminals,  Inc.,  which  constructed  the  building  fo'  $1.5  million  on 
land  costing  $500,000,  agreed  to  lease  the  premises  for  20  years. 

Construction  of  the  terminal  was  prompted  by  a  grave  need  to  eliminate 
traffic  congestion  caused  by  domestic  and  foreign  airline  buses  parking  on 
streets  near  central  ticket  offices  In  the  Union  Square  area.  Location  of  the 
Terminal  at  Taylor  and  O'Farrell  Streets,  on  a  reasonably  direct  route  to  the 
Airport  and  near  most  major  hotels  in  the  vicinity  of  Union  Square,  was 
deemed  a  natural  move. 

Facilities  include  a  passport  department,  public  rest  rooms  and  lounges, 
an  unclaimed  baggage  room,  telephones,  concessions,  rental  lockers,  ticket 
counters,  baggage  conveyors,  a  bus  concourse,  off-street  passenger  loading 
zones,  escalators,  baggage  rooms,  elevators,  and  a  large  public  waiting  room. 

The  Terminal  has  about  40,000  square  feet  of  floor  space,  according  to 
Architect  Frank  W.  Trabucco.  With  the  future  addition  of  a  mezzanine,  another 
7,000  square  feet  will  be  made  available  to  meet  expansion  needs.  There  are 
273  square  feet  of  counter  space  on  the  main  floor  with  another  140  square 
feet  of  potential  space  If  the  mezzanine  Is  added. 

The  public  waiting  room  area  Is  entered  from  O'Farrell  Street  through 
a  wide  entrance  roofed  over  with  a  floating  contllevered  marquee  extending 
from  the  curb  line  to  a  large  aluminum  and  glass  entrance  screen. 

Heating  of  the  public  areas  Is  by  radiant  heat  pipes  embedded  In  terrazzo 
flooring.  The  building  Is  of  reinforced  concrete,  steel  and  wood,  fully  sprinkled. 

Razing  of  a  four-story  hotel,  a  six-story  garage  and  a  two-story  garage  on 
the  site  began  in  November.  I  957.

"Our  total  exports,  our  annual  exports  total 
four  and  a  half  million  dollars  a  year.  Out  of 
that  figure,  a  billion  and  a  half  in  dollars  is 
made  up  of  goods  which  you  also  import  into 
this  country;  therefore,  it  is  possible,  it  will 
be  possible  to  choose  something  for  sale  to 
this  country. 

"Furthermore,  according  to  the  new  seven- 
year  plan,  we  intend  to  increase  the  produc- 
tion of  all  kinds  of  industrial  goods  by  80  per 
cent,  and  we  know  what  particular  goods 
would  be  of  interest  to  you  or,  rather,  if  we 
would  know  what  particular  goods  would  of 
interest  to  you,  then  we  would  be  able  to  de- 
velop the  output  in  that  particular  field.

"Our  Prime  Minister,  Niicita  Krusiichev.

"As  for  the  orders  we  could  phiee  in 
the  United  States,  we  could  place  orders 
for  many  kinds  of  goods.  We  have  a  big 
internal  market,  a  big  construction  pro- 
gram, big  requirements  in  consumer 
goods.  We  can  buy  as  much  as  we  can 
sell.  Now,  you  can  provide  us  with  the 
goods  we  need,  but  we  do  not  have  the 
dollars  to  pay  for  your  exports. 

"Perhaps  we  could  export  from  the  .Soviet 
Union  some  goods  which  would  he  needed  in 
other  parts  of  the  United  States  and  huy  goods 
which  you  have  in  this  part  of  the  country. 
I  do  not  know  what  the  requirements  of  this 
pari  of  the  country  are  as  far  as  Soviet  goods 
are  concerned,  but  we  could  sell  manganese 
ore,  for  instance,  chrome,  platinum,  various 
non-ferrous  metals:  furs  for  your  beautiful 
women,  canned  crabs  and  some  machines, 
too.  as  a  matter  of  fact."

"Of  course  the  four  and  a  half  liiilioii  is 
only  export,  not  the  whole  total  turnover  of 
trade.  Trade  with  capitalist  countries — not  our 
own  socialist  allies — forms  about  2.5  per  cent 
of  that.  Now  the  problem  of  self-sufficiency: 
Of  course,  we  are  not  so  naive  as  to  have  our- 
selves depend  on  capitalist  countries  on  im- 
portant points.  For  instance,  we  are  perfectly 
self-sufficient  in  the  production  of  armaments: 
but  in  civilian  areas,  civilian  field,  civilian 
goods,  there  are  many  things  which  we  lack, 
things  which  we  would  like  to  buy  from 
abroad. 

"The  development  of  economy  does 
not  exclude  the  development  of  foreign 
trade  on  it.  On  the  contrary,  it  should 
go  hand-in-hand;  sometimes  you  would 
have  goods  which  are  better  than  ours, 
a  newer  kind  of  goods,  for  instance;  or, 
on  another  occasion,  our  requirements 
would  grow  more  than  we  would  have 
experled  and  we  would  like  to  buy  goods 
from  abroad  to  fill  in  the  gap.  In  gen- 
eral, I  think  that  we  must  start  trading. 
Then  things  will  develop  by  themselves."

For  City  Ruildings 

Directors  of  the  Chamber  have  recommend- 
ed the  creation  of  a  bureau  of  maintenance  for 
major  buildings  of  the  City  and  County  and 
the  adoption  of  a  priority  ranking  for  Civic 
Center  improvements,  according  to  Jack  H.

Its  aim  would  be 
to  end  the  present  system  of  financing  periodic 
rehabilitation  of  such  facilities  as  Civic  Audi- 
torium. City  Hall.  Public  Library  and  other* 
by  expensive  bond  issues  through  regular 
maintenance  by  a  bureau  of  the  City  and 
County  before  buildings  reach  a  stale  of  de- 
terioration.

relationships  between  bonds  for  school,  public 
ulililv  and  other  purposes:  and  other  informa- 
tion pertinent  to  the  C'itys  present  and  future 
debt  position.

Transportation  Department  Sends  Exhibits 
To  C.A.B,  Regarding  Southwest  Air  Service 


The  San  Francisco  Chamber  has  sent  ex- 
hibits to  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  aimed  at 
obtaining  maximum  air  service  between  Los 
Angeles  and  San  Francisco  as  outlined  in  the 
Pacific  Southwest  local  air  service  case,  ac- 
cording to  Charles  C.  Miller,  manager  of  the 
Transportation  Department. 

Action  relating  to  the  case.  CAB  Docket 
No.  .5645.  was  approved  by  the  Chamber  Board 
of  Directors  following  a  recommendation  of 
the  Transportation  Committee  for  an  expedited 
hearing  and  decision  to  assure  the  city  of 
"maximum  air  service  consistent  with  sound 
economics  without  expressing  carrier  prefer- 


There  has  been  no  review  of  the  service 
pattern  between  Los  Angeles  and  San  Fran- 
cisco since  1949.  Miller  said.  The  Los  Angeles- 
S.  F.  passenger  market  now  ranks  second 
among  the  10  largest  in  the  nation. 

The  Pacific  Southwest  Case  is  the  outgrowth 
of  a  CAB  investigation  of  the  air  service  pat- 
tern between  San  Francisco  and  Sacramento 
on  the  north.  San  Diego  on  the  south.  Reno 
and  Las  Vegas  on  the  east  and  all  intermediate 
points. 

Miller  will  attend  the  CAB  hearing  on  tin- 
matter  March  10  in  San  Diego.

Surpasses  All  Previous  Records 


Business  acfivify  in  San  Francisco  se'^  a 
the  year  1 .4  per  cent  above  the  preceding  I 
ment  of  the  Chamber. 

The  Chamber  business  index  for  Decern 
an  all-time  high  of  198.6,  raising  the  annual 
100  index.) 

The  business  trend  lasf  year  began  below  the 
1957  level  and  was  2.6  per  cent  behind  at  the  end 
of  the  first  quarter.  At  the  end  of  the  first  half, 
It  was  off  1.4  per  cent.  By  the  end  of  the  third 
quarter  the  gap  was  reduced  to  0.3  per  cent.  At 
the  end  of  10  months  it  pushed  ahead  by  0.4  per 
cent  and  closed  out  the  year  with  a  gain  of  1.4 
per  cent. 

The    breakdown    for    the    year: 

FINANCE — Financial  transactions  in  the  San 
Francisco  area  set  new  records  last  year.  Bank 
debits  to  demand  deposits  topped  I957's  record 
by  nearly  a  billion  dollars  and  reached  the  $50 
billion    level   for  the   first   time. 

Bay  region  bank  debits  rose  to  $78,487,460,000 
and  were  $2,265,881,000  more  than  the  preceding 
year.  The  region's  transactions  accounted  for  33.37 
per  cent  of  the   12th   Federal  Reserve   District  total. 

The  San  Francisco  division  of  the  Pacific  Coast 
Stock  Exchange  completed  its  second  year  under 
consolidation  with  record  activity.  Shares  traded 
numbered  41,826,900  with  a  market  value  of  $811,- 
393,126 — an  increase  of  18.6  per  cent  in  number 
and  24.6  per  cent  in  market  value  over  the  previ- 
ous year. 

Commercial  failures  in  San  Francisco  were  26.8 
per  cent  less  and  liabilities  were  down  19.7  per 
cent. 

Some  675  insurance  firms  reported  22,400  em- 
ployees and  annual  payrolls  totaling  more  than 
$102  million. 

CONSTRUCTION — Total  construction  author- 
iied  in  San  Francisco  set  an  all-time  record.  Per- 
mits totaled  11,595  and  amounted  to  $83,226,675 
— an  increase  of  21.9  per  cent  in  value  and  0.9 
per  cent  in  number. 

New  residential  construction  amounted  to  $32, 
991,234  and  provided  for  2,280  dwelling  units.  New 
non-residential  authorized  amounted  to  $28,168,146. 
Additions,  alterations  and  repairs  totaled  $22,067- 
295. 

Bay  Area  construction  authorized  totaled  $746, 
737,000— an  increase  of  $119,606,000.  Dwelling 
units  provided  for  in  the  area  totaled  41,214 — an 
Increase  of  10,085. 

REAL  ESTATE — Real  estate  transactions  rose 
1.5  per  cent  above  the  preceding  year  with  17,250 
deeds  recorded.  There  were  14,494  mortgages  and 
deeds  of  trust  recorded,  amounting  to  $227,082,669 
— an  increase  of  31.9  per  cent  in  amount  although 
2.2  per  cent  less  in  number. 

TRADE — Retail  sales  in  San  Francisco,  when 
finally  available,  will  probably  be  close  to  the  $2 
billion  total  of  the  previous  year.  San  Francisco 
reported  total  department  store  sales  one  per  cent 
under  a  year  ago.  Apparel  store  sales  showed  a 
two  per  cent  gain. 

Wholesale  sales  in  San  Francisco,  estimated  at 
$5.2  billion,  were  about  the  same  as  the  previous 
year.  Pacific  Coast  merchant  wholesalers  sales  fell 
one   per  cent  for  the  first    I  I    months. 

On  the  Pacific  Coast,  eight  out  of  12  wholesale 
groups  reported  the  first  I  I  months  sales  ahead  of 
the  similar  1957  period:  automotive  equipment 
rose  two  per  cent,  plumbing  and  heating  equipment 
one  per  cent,  lumber  and  construction  materials 
two  per  cent,  general-line  grocery  four  per  cent, 
fruit  and  vegetables  one  per  cent,  drugs  three 
per  cent,  and  tobacco  distributors  II  per  cent. 
Sales  of  electrical  apparatus  and  appliances  slipped 
one  per  cent,  furniture  three  per  cent,  hardware 
one    per   cent,    and    dry   goods   three    per   cent. 

EMPLOYMENT — Employment  in  the  six-county 
Metropolitan  Area — Alameda,  Contra  Costa,  Marin, 
San  Francisco,  San  Mateo  and  Solano  counties — 
reached  its  highest  level,  1,113,500  persons  in 
December.       The      monthly      average      employment

ber  rose  26.8  per  cent  above  November  to

per  cent;  contract  construction  67,625,  off  3.6  per 
cent;  government,  94,050,  up  2.2  per  cent;  and 
agriculture   18,890,  off  2.3   per  cent. 

TRANSPORTATION  — Sar  Francisco  Interna- 
tional Airport  set  records  for  passengers,  airmail 
and  freight  traffic. 

Planes  In-and-out  totaled  128,421  or  an  average 
of  352  flights  per  day;  passengers  on-and-off  to- 
taled 3,596,023,  up  3.2  per  cent;  airmail  40,418,383 
pounds,  up  11.3  per  cent;  and  air  freight  85,583,- 
207  pounds,  up  12.9  percent. 

Port  of  San  Francisco  reported  5,672,866  revenue 
tons,  a  loss  of  9.2  per  cent.  Foreign  movements 
amounted  to  3,152,242  tons  or  55.5  per  cent  of 
the  total,  a  decline  of  5.1  per  cent.  Intercoastal 
shipping  was  off  19.1  per  cent,  inland  waterways 
I  1.9  per  cent. 

Last    year    4,752    cargo    vessels    arrived     in     San 


Francisco,  compared  to  4,673  during  1957.  Regis- 
tered tonnage  amounted  to  23,023,663  or  2.8  per 
cent  above  the  preceding  year.  Freight  car  move- 
ments totaled  147,831,  off  3.7  per  cent.  Truck 
movements  were  up  3.8  per  cent. 

Bay  Bridge  vehicle  crossings,  35,961,085,  set  a 
new  record.  Golden  Gate  Bridge  vehicle  crossings 
also  set  a  new  record  with  16,847,827,  an  Increase 
of  5.4  per  cent. 

UTILITIES — Sales  of  electric  energy  except 
street  railway  and  street  lighting  power,  increased 
3.4  per  cent;  residential  water  consumption  3.5 
per  cent,  and  Industrial  and  commercial  I  1 .0  per 
cent.    Gas  sales  were  off  0.4  per  cent. 

POPULATION — San  Francisco's  population  was 
estimated  by  the  Chamber  at  about  821,000  as  of 
January   I,    1959,  or  7,000  above  the  previous  year. 

CONSUMER  PRICES — Consumer  prices  In  San 
Francisco,  based  on  the  March,  June,  September 
and  December  quarterly  average,  rose  3.6  per  cent 
over  1957  prices. 

The  average  weekly  earnings  of  manufacturing 
production  workers  In  the  Metropolitan  Area  rose 
3.8   per  cent  in    1958  to  $99.27.

"EMBARCADERO  CITY— A  New  Necklace  for  a  Queen" 

San  Francisco  Port  Authority  plan  to  redesign  the  Embarcadero  fronn  the 
Ferry  building  to  Aquatic  Park  "logically  augnnents  the  proposed  'Golden 
Gateway'  redevelopnnent  of  the  existing  produce  area  to  the  West,  long 
championed  by  the  Chamber,"  according  to  Alan  K.  Browne,  Chairman  of 
the  Chamber  Civic  Development  Committee  and  Vice  President  of  Bank  of 
America  N.T.  &  S.A. 

The  multi-million  dollar  plan — to  be  financed  by  private  capital — envisions 
a  revamping  of  80  blocks  of  the  northern  segment  of  the  waterfront  to  include 
an  elevated  1 1/2  mile  promenade  from  the  Ferry  building  to  Fisherman's  Wharf. 
It  would  encompass  convention  facilities,  restaurants,  art  centers,  groups  of 
hotels,  apartments,  offices,  shopping  centers  and  a  passenger  service  terminal. 

Realization  of  the  plan  would  make  San  Francisco  "the  nr>ost  beautiful  and 
talked-about  city  in  the  world,"  according  to  Cyril  Magnin,  President  of  the 
Port  Authority.  Architects  John  S.  Bolles,  Vice  Chairman  of  the  Chamber  In- 
dustrial Committee,  and  Ernest  Born,  predicted  that  the  project  would  "pro- 
vide a  waterfront  setting  unmatched  anywhere  in  the  world." 

The  various  units  would  be  constructed  over  water  and  replace  ancient 
piers  now  unsuited  for  ship  operations  in  adding  the  80  square  blocks  of  varied 
non-maritime  facilities. 


Bolles,  also  President  of  the  San  Francisco  Art  Association  and  designer 
(among  other  notable  structures),  of  the  San  Francisco  Giants  stadium,  the 
International  Business  Machinery  plant  in  San  Jose  and  Chinatown's  Ping  Yuen 
Housing  Project,  likened  the  proposed  waterfront  esplanade  to  the  "San  Marco 
in  Venice." 

Included  in  the  redevelopment  project  would  be  a  20-story  tower-type 
hotel  built  over  the  water  between  the  foot  of  Jackson  Street  and  Pacific 
Avenue  near  Piers  3  and  5.  Other  features  would  include  an  International 
Center,  the  expansion  of  the  World  Trade  Center,  relocation  of  the  California 
School  of  Fine  Arts  and  the  S.  F.  Art  Museum,  a  15,000-seat  convention 
hall,  theatres  and  auditoriums,  space  for  outdoor  exhibits,  festivals  and 
pageants,  a  small  boat  harbor,  sidewalk  cafes,  a  sports  center,  and  a  shopping 
mart. 

Magnin  said  that  actual  construction  by  private  capital  could  begin  within 
two  years.

"The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  CommtTce  in  keenly 
aware  of  Ihe  growing  air  pollution  problem  in  the  Bay 
Ar«a.   It  recognizes  that   Bde<]iiale  rontrots   over   industrial   and 


other  emibsioDs  to  (he  atmosphere  are  desirable  and  neces- 
sary. Unless  siirh  action  is  tukeii,  polliilinn  of  the  atmosphere 
could  reach  such  a  ^ta(;e  in  the  future  as  1o  have  serious  wide- 
spread   detrimental    effects   on    per-^dns    and    property. 

•'However,  the  San  Francisco  t^hiimber  is  concerned  about 
(he  possibility  of  the  enaclmenl  of  rules  and  refiulations  which 
may  be  unduly  restrictive  and  economically  imprBr(icable. 
thus  seriously  affecting  the  economy  of  the  area.  It  is  con- 
sidered essential  (o  preserve  (he  favorable  environmen(  for 
a(tracting  new  industry  and  inducing  present  plant  evpansions. 
in  order  to  pro\  ide  employment  necessary  for  the  rapidly 
increasing    popidatiun   of    the    Bay    Area. 


"The  San  Francisco  Chamber  invites  the  cooperation  of  the 
Bay  Area  Air  Pollution  Control  District.  Bay  Area  press  and 
other  public  information  media,  in  reporting  the  factual  con- 
ditions surrounding  such  air  potlutitui  as  may,  from  time  to 
time,  exist.  At  the  same  lime,  such  publicity,  if  distorted,  can 
have  an  unfortunate  effect  on  the  industrial  and  economic 
growth  of  the  area.

CHINATOWN  ON  BROADWAY 


Chinatown  as  the  setting  for  a  Broadway  success — that's  the  result  of 
H.  Y.  Lee's  best  seller  novel,  "Flower  Drunn  Song." 

The  author,  born  in  Hunan  Province,  China,  is  a  resident  of  Sausalito  where 
he  nnoved,  he  says,  "Not  to  be  tempted  to  waste  time  strolling  through  the 
fascinating  streets  of  Chinatown." 

"Three  years  ago,"  he  wrote,  "when  I  was  pounding  out  the  'Flower  Drum 
Song'  on  the  kitchen  table  in  a  Clay  Street  apartment  In  San  Francisco,  all  I 
visualized  was  a  pretty  jacket  displayed  In  Paul  Elder's  book  store,  a  jacket  with 
a  pagoda  roof  and  a  couple  of  lanterns  of  Chinatown.  All  I  hoped  was  that 
the  jacket  would  lure  a  few  people  to  the  store  to  inquire  about  it  and  perhaps 
buy  it  out  of  curiosity. 

"When  the  manuscript  was  rejected  by  three  publishers,  even  that  modest 
picture  vanished  in  my  mind.  ...  I  re-read  the  rejection  slips:  'Too  quaint,' 
'too  episodical,'  and  'not  commercial'  and  I  decided  that  the  manuscript 
was  doomed. 

"So  when  it  was  finally  published  by  Farrar,  Straus  and  Cudahy  and 
became  a  best-seller,  I  simply  couldn't  believe  it.  Some  Chinatown  elders 
stroked  their  beards  and  informed  me  there  was  nothing  surprising  about  it, 
for  It  was  the  Year  of  the  Rooster,  a  year  good  for  undertakings  such  as  looking 


for  a  job,  getting  married,  publishing  a  book,  and  other  things.  So  it  was  fate, 
they  said:  had  the  book  been  published  a  year  earlier,  say  in  the  Year  of  the 
Monkey,  it  could  have  been  a  dud. 

"The  Rooster  Year  was  indeed  a  kind  one.  Immediately  after  the  book's 
publication,  it  lured  an  English  publisher,  a  pocket  book  publisher  and  five 
Broadway  producers  to  it.  Joe  Fields  (lyricist  for  Rodgers  &  Hammerstein) 
was  the  fastest  of  the  five.  .  .  .  Two  months  later  Walter  Winchell  reported 
that  Broadway  was  buzzing  about  Rodgers  &  Hammersteln's  new  musical. 

"When  I  came  to  New  York  to  watch  the  rehearsals  .  .  .  and  listened  to 
the  beautiful  song  'A  Hundred  Million  Miracles,'  I  could  not  help  murmuring  to 
myself,  'Yes,  a  hundred  million  miracles  are  happening  every  day'." 

A  second  novel,  published  In  the  spring  of  1958,  also  was  well  received. 
Lee  now  is  devoting  all  of  his  time  to  creative  writing.  A  third  work,  "Sawbwa 
Fang  and  His  Modern  Secretary,"  dealing  with  the  author's  reminiscences  from 
the  time  he  was  secretary  to  the  Sawbwa  (Chinese  maharaja)  on  the  China- 
Burma  border  for  two  years  during  the  war,  is  in  the  works. 

The  "Flower  Drum  Song"  tells  a  love  story  against  a  background  of  family 
tradition  and  the  age-old  differences  In  viewpoint  of  the  elder  and  younger 
generations.

The  Cliaiiilxr  index  of  159.8  per  cent  showed  an  incn-ase  of  3.3  per  cent  over 


January  of  last  year. 

Constriirlion  aiilliurizrd  in  Sun  Fran- 
cisro  ulliiinrd  the  hij^licst  monthly 
toliil  in  eight  vear><,  amounting  to 
$12,275,159. 

New  non-residential  accounted  for  $8,118,- 
700  of  the  total  and  included  a  permit  for 
$7,346,000  (part  of  the  Bank  of  America's  $13 
million  eight-story  office  building  at  Market 
and  11th  Streets)  ;  and  a  permit  for  the  new 
American  Trust  Company  branch  at  Market 
and  Sansome  Streets  for  $270,000. 

New  residential  accounted  for  $1,630,000 
and  provided  for  155  dwelling  units — 70  per 
cent  in  multi-dwelling  type  structures.  Last 
year  56.6  per  cent  of  all  dwelling  units  au- 
thorized in  San  Francisco  were  multi-type 
compared  to  the  average  for  the  past  nine 
years  41  per  cent  and  48.8  per  cent  on  April  1, 
1950,  reported  by  U.  S.  Census. 

Construction  permits  for  additions,  alter- 
ations and  repairs  accounted  for  $2,526,459 
of  the  total  authorized  in  January.

Construction  employment 
rose  4.8  per  cent,  manufacturing  0.6  per  cent, 
finance  1.8  per  cent,  retail  trade  1.7  per  cent, 
service  2.5  per  cent,  agriculture  1.9  per  cent 
and  government  2.8  per  cent.  The  transpor- 
tation and  utilities  group  was  off  1.2  per  cent 
and  wholesale  trade  0.5  per  cent. 

San  Francisco  airport  passenger  and  freight 
traffic  rose  slightly.  San  Francisco  Port  rev- 
enue tonnage  rose  2.9  per  cent;  foreign  com- 
merce accounted  for  57  per  cent  of  the  total. 
Ship  arrivals  in  the  Bay  Area  were  13.9  per 
cent  above  a  year  ago,  totaling  417. 

Truck  movements  in  the  San  Francisco 
area  rose  5.1  per  cent.  Freight  car  movements 
were  up  3.2  per  cent.  Bay  Bridge  and  Golden 
Gate  Bridge  vehicle  traffic  climbed  6  per  cent 
and  6.7  per  cent  respectively.  Out-of-state 
passenger  cars  entering  through  northern 
California  gateways  in  January  carried  108,- 
882  passengers,  an  increase  of  6.6  per  cent. 

San  Francisco  water  sales  rose  10  per  cent. 
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January  department  store  retail  sales 
were  9.8  per  cent  ahead  of  a  year  ago 
in  San  Francisco.  Merchant  wholesalers 
of  the  Pacific  Coast  reported  a  1.0  per 
cent  increase  last  year  over  1957;  De- 
cember sales  climbed    16   per  cent. 

Nationally,  the  annual  wholesale  sales  fell 
two  per  cent,  although  December  sales  rose 
12  per  cent. 

All  wholesale  trade  groups  on  the  Pacific 
Coast,  except  industrial  machinery,  checked 
out  the  year  slightly  above  or  even  with  1957.

INTERNATIONAL  AIRPORT  PREPARES  FOR  JET  AGE 


TOMORROW'S  AIRPORT — Expansion  plans  for  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  involv- 
ing a  tentative  commitment  of  more  than  $23  million,  have  been  unveiled  by  Welton  Beckct, 
F.A.I. A.  and  Associates,  architects  and  engineers.  Envisioned  are  eight  piers  (Nos.  I  through 
8,  above) ;  two  new  terminals  ( 10  and  17)  to  supplement  the  present  terminal  (  12) :  a  hangar 
(9):  three  pedestrian  overpasses  (13,  14  and  15):  a  three-level  parking  structure  (16)  at  the 
center  of  a  quartered  "pie-like"  ground-level  parking  area;  two  other  ground-parking  areas 
(  19  and  23):  a  service  court  (II):  cargo  facilities  (  18  and  24);  office  buildings  (20  and  21  ); 
and  a  helicopter  area  (22). 

San  Francisco  International  Airport's  $25-million  jet  age  expansion  and 
innprovement  program  is  "the  best  investment  a  city  ever  made,"  according  to 
Airport  Manager  Belford  Brown. 

The  master  plan,  representing  "the  ultimate  development"  of  the  terminal 
area  .includes  two  new  terminals,  each  with  two  piers  and  connecting  con- 
courses (see  above),  an  addition  to  one  of  the  existing  piers,  a  three-level 
parking  structure  for  6,000  cars  and  provision  for  60  jet  aircraft  gate 
positions. 

The  complex  will  form  an  oval  with  the  existing  terminal  building  at  one 
end  and  the  new  terminals  on  either  side.  A  multi-level  parking  facility  will 
occupy  the  center. 

The  proposed  terminal  buildings  will  have  more  than  300,000  square 
feet  of  floor  space  each,  including  piers  and  concourses. 

The  south  terminal  building,  piers,  and  concourses,  costing  about 
$7,800,000  (including   roadways),   will   be   the  first  elements   constructed. 

To  accommodate  jet  aircraft,  the  piers  are  designed  to  accomplish  sec- 
ond level  passenger  loading  and  unloading  by  means  of  movable  bridges. 
Helicopters  will  land  and  take  off  at  the  westerly  end  of  the  new  north  and 
south  terminal  building  piers. 

"Airport  business  has  continued  its  upward  progress,"  Brown  said.  "More 
than  4  million  persons  boarded  or  deplaned  at  San  Francisco  between  July 
I,  1 957  and  June  30,  1958." 

By  1965,  the  total  number  of  employees  at  the  airport  will  rise  from  the 
present  I  1,807  to  14,800,  according  to  the  San  Mateo  Development  Associa- 
tion Aviation  Committee. 

The  total  annual  1958  payroll  of  $75,008,000  is  expected  to  rise  to 
$111,900,000.  The  amount  per  year  spent  in  the  Bay  Area  for  materials, 
supplies  and  services  (other  than  employees  wages)  was  $34,136,000  last  year; 
annual  company  purchases  in  the  Bay  Area  should  total  $50,400,000  by  1965.

More  Than  |75  Million  in  Financial  Transactions 
Resulted  From  Visitors'  Spending  to  See  Giants 

More  than  $75  million  in  financial  transactions  for  the  San  Francisco  Bay 
Area  resulted  from  visits  of  out-of-town ers  to  see  the  Giants  perform  last  year, 
according  to  the  Research  Department  of  the  Chamber. 

An  estimated  .509,000  visitors — representing  40  per  cent  of  the  home  attend- 
ance total  of  1,272,625 — spent  .Sl,399,750  for  tickets  alone,  the  Giants'  front  office 
reports. 

If  this  revenue  turned  over  at  the 
average  rate  of  29  times  during  the  year 
— a  formula  devised  by  the  Federal  Re- 
serve after  a  study  of  bank  debits  and 
deposits — financial  transactions  would 
have  amounted  to  more  than  $40  mil- 
lion. 

Revenue  from  total  ticket  sales  was  conserv- 
atively estimated  at  $.3,.500,000.  With  an  aver- 
age turnover  rate,  it  would  have  aggregated 
$100  million. 

If  ten  per  cent  of  the  out-of-towners 
spent  an  additional  $50  each  on  the  av- 
erage, the  volume  would  have  amounted 
to  $2,545,000  or  more  than  S75  million 
in  financial  transactions  based  on  the 
average  rate  of  turnover  per  year. 
The  $2,.545,000  spent  by  visitors  breaks 
down  as  follows:

1,600,893.  set  in  1947.  the  Giants  would  have 
to  average  22,000  fans  for  their  77  home 
games  this  year. 

Last  year  the  Giants  lured  1,272,625 
for  74  home  games  compared  to  653,- 
923   in   their   final   year  at   New   York's 
Polo  Grounds.  That  same  year   (1957) 
the  San  Francisco  Seals  attracted  284,- 
000    for    72    games.    To    set    a    Giants' 
home    attendance    record,    the    National 
League  club  would  have  to  almost  dou- 
ble the  minor  league  all  time  record  of 
670,000,   set  in    1946    (still   standing). 
"As    things    are    now,    the    small    stadium 
(Seals  Stadium  with   a  capacity  of  22,900) 
makes  a  big  difference,"  Garry  Scliumacher, 
the  Giants'  publicist,  says. 

"The  way  ticket  requests  are  flooding  our 
switchboard  and  filling  our  mailbags,  we  wish 
we  had  a  rubber  stadium  stretched  to  hold 
about  80,000  fans.  If  we  had  the  facilities,  our 
best  single  game  mark  of  60.000  set  in  1937, 
and  our  best  opening  day  record  of  54,393, 
set  in  1936,  would  be  smashed."

Commemorating  the  rise  of  the  city  out  of  the  flames  and  ashes  sym- 
bolized by  the  legendary  Phoenix  bird,  the  San  Francisco  flag  was  first 
designed  as  a  seal  In  1 859  to  signalize  an  earlier  fire.  It  took  its  present 
form  after  Policeman  John  M.  Gamble  won  first  prize  in  a  competition 
sponsored  by  Mayor  James  Phelan  In  1 899. 

Unveiled  at  a  parade  honoring  returning  California  Volunteers  of 
the  Spanish-American  War  in  1901,  the  original  flag  was  dramatically 
rescued  in  a  paddy  wagon  from  the  burning  City  Hall  on  April  18,  1906. 
It  is  now  in  the  collection  of  the  Society  of  California  Pioneers. 

Copies  of  the  flag  have  been  made  for  many  years  by  the  Emerson 
Manufacturing  Co.  and  others.

S.  F/s  Population  Shows  Increase 

CITY  HAS  45,643   MORE  RESIDENTS  THAN   IN   "50 

San  Francisco  had  an  es+imafed  821,000  residents  as  of  January  I,  1959 
— an  increase  of  45,643  since  the  1950  U.  S.  Census — according  to  the  Re- 
search Department  of  the  Chamber. 

The  Chamber  tabulation,  resulting  from  a  careful  study  of  basic  growth 
factors,  showed  that  60  per  cent  of  the  city's  population  or  624,065  persons 
are  in  the  20  years  old  and  over  group.  Since  1950  this  group  added  27,216 
persons. 

There  were  196,935  persons  in  the  under  20  years  class  or  40  per  cent  of 
the  total,  representing  an  increase  of  18,427  persons  since  1950.  Of  this  total, 
there  were  124,176  students  enrolled  from  kindergarten  through  junior  college 
— 28,498  above  the  1950  level.  The  pre-school  or  under  five  years  group 
totaled  50,896  persons,  a  decrease  of  12,025  since  April,  1950. 

Military  residents  living  on  and  off  post  were  included  in  the  Chamber 
figures. 

About  10,000  ship  crew  members  in  port  were  included  In  the  1950  census. 
Although  port  activity  has  Increased,  this  segment  of  the  population  Is  omitted 
from  the  1959  conservative  Chamber  estimate.

San  Francisco  is  fhe  only  city  in  the  country,  and  possibly  in  the  world,  with 
its  own  workshop  for  amateur  camera  enthusiasts — the  $500,000  Photo  Center. 

Credited  with  making  this  dream  of  city  officials  and  citizens  a  reality  is  its 
present  director  and  supervisor,  Frederick  M.  Levy,  prominent  local  attorney. 

Levy,  who  worked  his  way  through  college  as  a  part-time  employee  in  the 
city's  Recreation  and  Park  Department,  is  an  avid  shutterbug. 

Plans  for  the  Center  shaped  into  reality  when  the  City  passed  a  $7  million 
bond  issue  in  1947  to  cover,  among  other  projects,  a  new  Recreational  Arts 
Building  which  was  to  include  a  photography  center.  Passage  of  the  bond 
resulted  after  a  vigorous  campaign  by  a  committee  of  citizens  appointed  by 
the  mayor,  local  camera  clubs  and  Recreational  and  Park  Department  execu- 
tives. 

The  Center  occupies  7,780  square  feet  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  Recrea- 
tional Arts  Building  which  was  dedicated  in  December  1957.  Its  printing  dark- 
room has  30  Omega  enlargers,  six  contact  printers,  four  cutters,  16  developing 
trays  and  five  stainless  steel  sinks.  The  washing,  drying  and  finishing  room  is 
equipped  with  the  latest  rotary  print  washers  and  print  dryers. 

The  studio,  which  has  all  possible  arrangements  for  portrait  work,  can 
accommodate  four  lighting  setups  at  one  time.  The  combined  library  and  lec- 
ture hall  accommodates  as  many  as  200  persons  at  a  single  lecture  or  demon- 
stration. Kitchen  facilities  add  an  informal  note. 

The  Center  Is  open  from  5:30  to  I  I  p.m.  on  Mondays,  3:30  to  I  I  p.m. 
on  Tuesdays  through  Fridays,  10  a.m.  to  5:30  p.m.  on  Saturdays  and  from  noon 
until  5  p.m.  on  Sundays. 

One  of  the  most  popular  operations  is  the  basic  short  course,  nine  con- 
secutive weekly  lectures  covering  the  camera,  exposure  and  film,  composition, 
enlarging,  and  lenses  of  the  miniature  camera,  portraiture  demonstration, 
depth  of  field,  zone  focusing,  flash  and  color  slide  work,  and  exposure  meters. 

The  Center  sponsors  an  annual  summer  "family  weekend"  for  camera 
enthusiasts  at  Camp  Mather  in  Tuolumne  County  near  Yosemite  National  Park. 
In  cooperation  with  the  Northern  California  Council  of  Camera  Clubs,  the 
Center  also  sponsors  San  Francisco's  Photography  Day  annually  in  May  at 
Sigmund  Stern  Grove.  About  I  1,000  persons  attend  the  all-day  outdoor  event. 

With  the  Photo  Center  now  a  reality,  San  Francisco  is  making  good  on  its 
ambition  to  become  "the  foremost  city  in  the  nation  in  the  field  of  amateur 
photography."

City  Needs  40,000  Parking  Spaces  by  1960 


Nearly  40.000  parking  spaces  will  be 
needed  in  the  central  and  neighborhood  dis- 
tricts of  San  Francisco  by  1960.  it  has  been 
reported  by  the  Chamber  Civic  Development 
Committee,  of  which  Arthur  J.  Dolan.  Jr., 
Vice  President  of  BIyth  &  Co.,  Inc.,  is  Chair- 
man, and  the  Chamber  Parking  Section,  of 
which  H.  Irving  Rhine.  President  of  Bode 
Gravel  is  Chairman. 

The  report  was  accomplished  with  the  co- 
operation of  the  Parking  Authority  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  City 
Engineer,  and  De  Leuw  Gather  &  Co. 

According  to  the  Chamber  Board  report, 
there  were  16.704  off-street  and  legal  on- 
street  parking  facilities  in  the  Central  parking 


district  in  January.  An  additional  39.931 
spaces,  including  2.600  in  the  neighborhood 
districts,  will  be  needed  by  1960.

Chamber  Stand 
on  State  Bills 

The  following  bills  now  before  the  State 
Legislature  have  been  either  supported  or 
opposed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Chamber  after  intensive  studies  by  its  various 
committees  and  sections — 

AB  225— This  bill  would  create  a  State 
Office  of  Commerce  and  Travel  to  "gather  and 
disseminate  information  on  all  subjects  relat- 
ing to  travel,  markets,  commodities  and  serv- 
ices within  the  State."  It  would  duplicate  the 
work  now  being  performed  adequately  by  pri- 
vate agencies.  OPPOSED. 

AB  2241 — "Prohibits  persons  from  giving, 
paying  or  receiving  compensation  for  securing 
signatures  of  electors  on  any  initiative  referen- 
dum or  recall  petition."  The  measure  seriously 
reduces  safeguards  of  the  electorate  against 
ill-advised  or  irresponsible  acts  of  elected  ofS- 
cials.  OPPOSED. 

AB  1163 — ^  Requires  that  all  health  and 
welfare  programs  covering  persons  employed 
in  the  State  be  subject  to  the  Rees-Doyle 
Health  and  Welfare  Program  Supervision  Act 
"whether  negotiated  or  not."  It  assumes  that 
the  employer  who  pays  the  entire  premium  to 
an  insurance  company  or  a  service-type  organ- 
ization for  the  health  and  welfare  of  his  em- 
ployees could  conceivably  misuse  the  amounts 
collected.  OPPOSED. 

AB  694 — Would  delete  requirements  tliat 
justices,  clerks  and  reporters  of  the  Supreme 
Court  reside  at  and  keep  offices  in  Sacramento. 
Historically  the  offices  have  been  maintained 
in   San   Francisco   serving   the  northern   and

On  Legislative  Front 

"Representatives  of  California  business  and 
industrial  organizations  should  meet  to  dis- 
cuss the  current  apparent  lack  of  considera- 
tion of  their  view^s  on  legislation  afFerting  the 
state's  economy,"  according  to  Jack  H.  How. 
President  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber. 

His  statement  followed  the  failure  of  the 
following  organizations  to  accomplish  modi- 
fication of  the  Fair  Emnloyment  Act  which 
has  been  signed  by  the  Governor:  The  Cali- 
fornia Manufacturers  Association.  State 
Chamber.  Federated  Employers  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, Los  Angeles  Chamber.  Merchants  and 
Manufacturers  Association  of  Los  Angeles, 
Oakland  Chamber  and  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber. 

"The  history  of  F.E.P.  legislation  recently 
passed  proves  that  the  needs  of  business  and 
industry,  vital  to  the  continued  economic  de- 
velopment of  the  State,  are  no  longer  being 
considered  in  the  formation  of  legislation." 
How  said. 

Through  Adrien  J.  Falk,  highly  respected 
senior  statesman  of  the  business  community, 
business  and  industry  offered  complete  co- 
operation in  the  formulation  of  legislation 
based  on  the  San  Francisco  F,E,P.  ordinance. 
This  ordinance,  eminently  fair  to  all  con- 
cerned, substitutes  conciliation  and  education 
for  punitive  measures. 

"Despite  many  efforts  to  modify  the  legis- 
lation, the  State's  largest  taxpayers  and  major 
sources  of  its  prosperity  were  unable  to  make 
their  advice  known.  As  a  result  the  Legisla- 
ture has  passed  the  harshest  act  of  its  type 
in  the  country. 

"Such  meetings  between  the  representatives 
of  business  organizations  should  consider, 
among  many  other  problems  facing  the  busi- 
ness community  because  of  lack  of  effective 
consideration  in  Sacramento,  the  long  term 
effects  on  business  of  operating  under  the 
severest  F.E.P.  legislation  in  the  nation."

Federal  Price  Controls 
Legislation  Opposed 

Directors  of  the  Chamber  have  voted  to  op- 
pose U.  S.  Senate  Bill  2L5  and  similar  legisla- 
tion which  would  establish  federal  price  con- 
trols, according  to  G.  L.  Fox,  general  manager. 
The  action  followed  the  recommendation  of 
the  Executive  and  Finance  Committees  of  the 
Chamber. 

The  O'Mahoney  bill  (S.  21.5)  would  require 
certain  business   firms   to   notify  the  Govern- 
ment of  price  increases  30  days  in  advance  and 
to   justify   the   propo.sed    increases   in   public 
hearings.  The  Reuss  bill  (H.  R.  6263)  would 
provide  for  public  hearings  on  price  increases. 
The   O'Mahoney   bill   would    also   en- 
able  a   commission   to   subpoena   books 
and    papers,   and   compel   disclosure   of 
confidential    information    under    threat 
of  severe  penalties. 

"Supporters  of  the  bill  contend  that  it  would 
affect  only  a  few  large  companies  in  concen- 
trated industries,"  Fox  stated.  "Indications 
are.  however,  that  the  bill  would  be  much 
broader  in  its  application.  Actually,  the  bill 
does  not  make  clear  how  broad  the  coverage 
is,  but  potentially  it  could  affect  thousands  of 
competitive  companies  of  every  size."

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  oldest  Chamber  in  the  West,  will 
lie  109  year*  old  tomoiTow. 

According  to  an  early  chronicler  of  San  Francisco  history,  the  "Year  of  Grace 
1850  saw  the  birth  of  the  Chamber  which  may  be  said  to  have  been  incarnated  first 
bv  the  crving  necessity  of  the  hour." 


"Instituted  before  California  achieved 
statehood,   the   Chamber   ha^^   been   inti- 
mately connected  with  civic  welfare  and 
the  expansion  and  development  of  com- 
merce,   industry    and    business    in    San 
Francisco  almost  since  the  beginning  of 
the  cit.y's  history,"  Jack  H.  How,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Chamber,  declared. 
"As  the  senior  commercial  body  of  the  Pa- 
cific Coast,  the  Chamber  has  been  and  must 
always  be  responsive  to  the  significant  prob- 
lems and   opportunities  intertwined  with   the 
development  of  the  city."  How  added. 

The  first  recorded  interest  in  the  for- 
mation of  the  Chamber  came  in  a  notice 
in  the  San  Francisco  ALTA  CALIFOR- 
NIA, August,  1849,  announcing  a  meet- 
ing at  the  old  schoolhouse  on  the  plaza. 
One  of  the  first  officials  of  the  Chamber 
was    Samuel    Brannan,    leader    of    the 
1846  Mormon  immigration  to  San  Fran- 
cisco who  started   the   city's   first  news- 
paper, the  CALIFORNIA  STAR. 
Other  original  officials  included  Gabriel  B. 
Post,  later  a  state  senator;  Talbot  H.  Green,  a 
candidate  for  mayor  in  1851:   and  J.  W.  Os- 


borne, credited  with  being  the  first  fruit  grow- 
er in  Napa  Valley. 

The  day  the  Chamber  was  officially  organ- 
ized also  was  the  day  the  city's  civil  govern- 
ment was  first  formed,  according  to  Colvilles 
Directory  of  1856. 

Bay  Underivater  Tube

underwater  tube  connecting  San  Francisco 
and  Alameda  County  has  been  favored  by  the 
Chamber,  according  to  G.  L.  Fox.  general 
manager.

Chamberlain.  President  of  the  United  Farm 
Agency,  lold  the  Agricultural  Committee  o( 
the  Chamber  during  a  luncheon  recently  at 
the  Fairmont  Hotel. 

Chamberlain,  one  of  the  natirm's  top  bro- 
kers, said  that  city  dwellers  now  exert  far 
more  influence  im  the  buying  and  selling  of 
agricultural  acreages  than  does  the  farmer. 
Between  1950  and  1958.  farm  population 
dropped  liy  nearly  17  per  cent  and  45  states 
(except  the  three  on  the  Pacific  Coast  I  lost 
farm  population.  While  1.4  million  perscms 
were  giving  up  farming  each  year,  more  than 
a  half-million  moved  from  urban  to  farm 
residences. 

California  land  prices  have  soared  since 
the  war  and  the  forecast  is  for  even  greater 
increases  as  the  population  continues  lo  rise 
at  a  record  rate. 

Chamberlain  said  about  the  only  farmers 
buying  rural  real  estate  today  are  those  who 
wish  to  expand  Ibcir  holdings  and  tak.'  fur- 
ther advantage  of  farm  mechanizatiim.

Most  of  the  shooting  is  done  In  locations  which  are  among  the  city's 
most  picturesque  —  vistas  of  the  bay,  the  bridges,  the  hills  with  cable  cars, 
Chinatown  or  Fisherman's  Wharf.  San  Francisco's  public  buildings,  museums, 
parks  and  night  spots  are  often  the  scenes  for   LINEUP  adventures. 

Finding  the  LINEUP  location  is  not  very  difficult.  Most  of  the  cab  drivers 
in  San  Francisco  cross  the  company's  path  many  times  a  day.  THE  LINEUP 
company  travels  in  a  caravan  of  nine  vehicles  to  transport  equipment  and 
personnel.  At  midday  one  of  San  Francisco's  beautiful  parks  Is  the  home  of  the 
company  as  they  take  lunch  picnic  style  served  by  a  local  caterer.

Warner  Anderson  called  on  the  mayors,  chiefs  of  police  or  cliamber  of 
commerce  presidents  in  Chicago,  Detroit,  Toledo,  Cleveland,  Youngstown, 
Washington,  Baltimore,  Philadelphia,  Pittsburgh  and  New  York,  taking  them 
for  rides  and  presenting  them  with  certificates  from  the  Chamber  making 
them  honorary  cable  car  conductors. 

An  estimated  9,000,000  residents  of  those  cities  saw  this  beloved  symbol 
of  San  Francisco  on  their  streets  and  about  20,000,000  more  saw  it  on  local 
television  during  the  visits.

Approximately  50,000 
Motor  Vehicles  Checked 
During  Safety  Program 

Nearly  50,000  cars  and  trucks  were  tested 
during   last  month's   citywide   Motor  Vehicle 
Safety  Check,  sponsored  by  the  Chamber,  ac- 
cording to   H.   A.  Dunker,   Public   Relations 
Manager,  Allstate  Insurance   Company,    and 
Chairman  of  the  Traffic  Safety  &  Control  Sec- 
tion of  the  Civic  Development  Committee. 
Swelling  the  total  —  which  exceeded 
last  year's  count  by  31  per  cent  —  was 
the  inclusion  of  figures  from  25  firms 
which  submitted  car  and  truck  fleets  to 
safety   checks    (under   the   direction   of 
the    Employer-Employee    Committee, 
Henry  E.  Bennett,  Post  Safety  Director 
of  the  Presidio,  Chairman). 
The  San  Francisco  Police  Department,  the 
State  Highway  Patrol.  Treasure  Island,  the 
Presidio,    the    Municipal   Railway,    the    Post 
Office,  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department 
and  local  utility  companies  also  cooperated  in 
this  venture. 

Private  vehicles  checked  at  Marina  Green, 
the  Panhandle,  Sunset  Boulevard,  Garfield 
Square,  Balboa  Park  and  the  Great  Highway 
totaled  5,248  checked  or  rechecked,  according 
to  George  Kasnoff,  Driver  Education  Center, 
and  Check  Lane  Committee  Chairman.  (The 
Great  Highway  station  was  closed  after  the 
first  day  because  of  high  winds.l 

Among   the   cars   checked   at   the   six 
lanes  the  chief  defect  was  lights,  total- 
ing more  than   1,370.  Defective  brakes 
ran  second,  480,  and  tires  third,  471. 
Garfield    Square,    captained    by    W.    Ross 
Cooper,    Safety    Superintendent    of   Treasure 
Island,  led  all  the  check  lanes  with  a  grand 
total  of  1,689.

Chamber  Takes  Stand  on 
Bills  Before  Legislature 
Speeding  Redevelopment 

In  an  efFort  to  expedite  local  redevelopment 
projects,  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  Board  of 
Directors  has  announced  support  of  two  bills 
and  opposition  to  two  others  pending  before 
the  State  Legislature,  according  to  Jack  H. 
How.  Chamber  president. 

The  Chamber's  stands  are  based  on  studies 
made  by  its  Legislative  and  National  Affairs 
Section. 

Bills  supported: 

•  Senate  Bill  703,  which  defines  and  shorlens  adminislra- 
tive  steps  necessary  to    accomplish  such   projects. 

•  Assembly  Bill  1810,  providing  that  the  validity  of  re- 
development or  renewal  plans  and  bonds  could  not  be  chal- 
lenged once  determined  by  special  proceedings  in  the  Superior 
Court  or  reaffirmed  on  appeal.  (This  bill  would  discourage 
suits  against  their  validity  two  or  three  years  after  official 
judgment  has  been   rendered.) 

Bills  opposed: 

•  Assembly  Bill  2219,  making  owner  participation  in  such 
projects  mandatory.  Owner  participation  is  not  always  feas- 
ible; to  make  participation  mandatory  would  be  to  jeopardize 
desirable  urban  redevelopment  projects. 

•  Assembly  Bill  644,  housing  for  older  persons  a  require- 
ment of  every  redevelopment  plan.  The  economics  of  redevel- 
opment are  such  that  provision  of  housing  for  older  persons 
is  not  always  practicable;  some  projects  are  totally  commer- 
cial or  industrial  in  nature.  While  the  motivation  behind  the 
hill  is  commendable,  it  does  not  provide  the  practical  answer 
to  the  boosing  problem  involved.

San  Francisro  Itusiness  activity  allaiiicil  record  peaks  iliirin<f  April  and  the 
first  four  months  of  this  year,  according;  to  the  Rcscarcii  Deparlincnt  of  tlie  Chani- 
her.  The  Chamber  hiisiiness  activity  index  rose  to  164.9  for  April,  6.0  per  cent 
ahead  of  last  Aj»ril.

Consumer  prices  in  the  San  Francisco  area 
reached  a  new  high  of  1.8  per  cent  for  the 
month  of  March  over  a  year  ago  with  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Labor  Index  at  129.0.  The 
transportation  item  costs  increased  6.4  per 
cent,  medical  6.9  per  cent,  and  rent,  3.2  per 
cent. 

Visitor  and  newcomer  written  inquir- 
ies serviced  by  the  Chamber  were  12 
per  cent  above  last  year  for  the  four- 
month   period. 

The  San  Francisco  Bay  Area's  nine  counties 
(Alameda,  Contra  Costa.  Marin.  San  Fran- 
cisco. San  Mateo,  Solano,  Napa.  Santa  Clara 
and  Sonoma )  showed  a  sharp  contrast  be- 
tween the  first  four  months  of  this  year  com- 
pared to  the  similar  period  last  year. 
Construction  Booming 
In  the  nine-county  Bay  Area,  a  total  of 
$290.6  millions  were  authorized  in  construc- 
tion for  the  first  four  months,  28  per  cent 
more  than  a  year  ago.  In  April,  $80  millions 
were  authorized  compared  to  $50  millions  a 
year  ago. 

New  residential  accounted  for  $173.3 
millions   of   the   total   and    provided   for 
16,833    dwelling   units  —  almost    6,000 
above    last    year*s    four-month    period. 
Single     family    dwelling    units     totaled 
9,3.31.  Multi-family  structures  provided 
for  7,502  units,  a   rise  of   52   per  cent 
and  69  per  cent  respectively. 
A  new  April  higli  for  employment,  1,099,- 
000,  was  set  in   the   six-county   Metropolitan 
Area    (Alameda,   Contra    Costa,   Marin,    San 
Francisco,  San  Mateo  and  Solano  counties), 
an  increase  of  3.7  per  cent  over  last  year.  The 
four  months'  average  of  1,086,850  surpassed 
last   year's   similar   period    by   3.1    per   cent. 
April   unemployment   dwindled   to   49,400   or 
35  per  cent  below  a  year  ago — accounting  for 
only  4.3  per  cent  of  the  labor  force  (compared 
to  6.7  per  cent  last  year). 

Department  store  sales  in  the  San  Francisco- 
Oakland  Metropolitan  Area  were  .seven  per 
cent  ahead  of  last  year  for  the  first  four 
months.  Apparel  store  sales  gained  five  per 
cent. 

Merchant  wholesalers'  sales  on  the 
Pacific  Coast  for  the  first  quarter  topped 


last  year  by  1.3  per  cent,  most  lines 
showing  sharp  gains.  Lumber  and  build- 
ing material  sales  led  with  a  .35  per  cent 
rise. 

Pacific  Coast  Stock  Exchange  shares  trad- 
ed during  the  four  months  soared  126.7  per 
cent  above  last  year.  Market  value  gained  91.9 
per  cent. 

Ship  Arrivals,  Tonnage  Up 

.Ship  arrivals  in  San  Francisco  Bay  were 
7.8  per  cent  ahead  of  last  year.  Registered 
tonnage  was  up  11.2  per  cent. 

San  Francisco  International  Airport  plane 
traffic  rose  7.3  per  cent,  passenger  traffic  nine 
per  cent,  airmail  16.6  per  cent,  and  air  freight 
24.2  per  cent. 

Truck  movements  rose  nine  per  cent. 
Freight  car  movements  in  San  Fran- 
cisco were  up  1.3.6  per  cent. 

Bay  Bridge  vehicular  traffic  showed  a  6.2 
per  cent  gain.  Golden  Gate  Bridge  traffic  was 
up  12.1  per  cent.

San  Francisco's  largest  hotel — the  Hilton — will  be  completed  in  196!  or  1962  by 
the  man  who  once  owned  the  last  major  hotel  to  be  built  in  San  Francisco,  the  Sir  Francis 
Drake  Hotel  (1 928). 

Conrad  Hilton's  L-shaped,  $25  million,  18-story  hostelry — 1,200  rooms — will  occupy 
three-fourths  of  a  block  with  full-block  frontage  on  Mason  and  Ellis  Streets  and  half- 
block  frontages  on  O'Farrell  and  Taylor 
Streets. 

A  unique  feature  of  the  new  hotel  will 
be  the  parking  facilities  on  seven  of  the 
15  guest-room  floors.  Guests  arriving  by 
automobile  will  be  able  to  enter  the  cen- 
ter core  of  the  building  via  ramps  and 
park  their  cars  on  the  same  floor  where 
their  rooms  are  located.  Space  for  some 
400  automobiles  will  be  available  on  the 
fourth  through  the  1 0th  floors.  A  three- 
level  basement  garage  will  accommodate 
300  more  cars. 

The  ballroom,  one  of  the  largest  In 
any  hotel  anywhere  in  the  world,  (ap-

The  top  four  floors  are  to  be  built  around  a  landscaped  court — including  a  swim- 
ming pooJ,  gardens  and  sun-bathing  areas. 

A  22-story  office  building — at  the  corners  of  Ellis  and  Taylor  Streets — costing  $  1 0 
million,  is  also  on  the  planning  boards. 

Another  Hilton  enterprise — the  $2,750,000,  302-room  Hilton  Inn  at  the  International 
Airport,  was  officially  opened  June  15,  1959.

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Qantas  Boeing  707  First 
Commercial  Pure-Jet 
Aircraft  Acj'OSS  Pacific 

A  Qantas  Boeing  707  jet  left  San 
Francisco  International  Airport  Tues- 
day on  a  history-making  flight  across 
the  Pacific  to  Australia.  The  jet  was 
the  first  commercial  pure-jet  aircraft  to 
appear  on  the  Pacific.  Its  captain,  A.  A. 
E.  Yates,  expected  the  aircraft  to  fly  the 
7,650  miles  to  Sydney  in  16  hours. 

The  Qantas  plane  followed  the  his- 
toric route  taken  31  years  ago  by  the 
Southern  Cross  which  made  the  first 
crossing  of  the  ocean  with  its  pioneer- 
ing Australian  -  American  crew.  The 
"Cross"  took  84  hours  to  make  the 
crossing — nearly  70  hours  longer  than 
today's  jet. 

Two  prominent  personalities  were 
on  the  historic  flight :  Sir  Hudson  Fysh, 
Australian  aviation  pioneer  who  found- 
ed Qantas  39  years  ago  and  is  still 
Qantas  Board  Chairman,  and  John 
Ulni,  son  of  the  illustrious  flyer, 
Charles  Ulm,  who  participated  in  the 
first  crossing  of  the  Pacific.

Tourism  'Explosion'  in  Pacific  Area  Foreseen 


Air  traffic  to  the  Orient  is  bound  to  increase 
250  to  300  per  cent  within  the  next  three  years, 
Robert  B.  Murray,  Jr.,  Executive  Vice  Presi- 
dent of  the  Pacific-Alaska  Division  of  Pan 
American  Airways,  Inc.,  predicted  at  a  recent 
luncheon  meeting  of  the  Aviation  Section  and 
Transportation  Committee  of  the  Chamber  at 
the  Commercial  Club. 

"San    Francisco   must   work   to   meet 

the  challenge  of  this  tourist  explosion," 

he  added. 

"Very  soon  such  airlines  as  Qantas,  Pan 
American  World  Airways  and  United  Air 
Lines  will  be  serving  the  Pacific  by  jet. 

"Before  jet,  distances  in  the  Pacific  were 
self-defeating.   Fares  were  high.    Countries  in 


the  Pacific  were  not  attuned  to  tourist  poten- 
tial. 

"There  is  just  beginning  to  be  awakened  in 
the  Pacific  the  realization  that  the  tourist  dol- 
lar is  the  biggest  single  dollar  earner.  We  are 
on  the  verge  of  a  real  travel  explosion. 

"The  'flyover'  factor  will  have  a  bear- 
ing on  San  Francisco's  gateway  position. 
We  must  continue  to  keep  San  Fran- 
cisco as  attractive  as  it  is  in  order  to  get 
stopovers." 

Sir  Hudson  Fysh  of  Qantas  warned: 

"In  the  face  of  the  revolution  of  the  jet, 
notliing  is  permanent.  Your  gateway  position 
is  liable  to  shift  unless  you  look  out  for  it."

San  Francisco  Business  Activity  Breaks  All  Existing  Records 


All  records  were  broken  for  San  FraiiciMn 
Bay  Area  business  activity  (hiring  May  and 
the  first  five  mi>ntiis  of  the  year,  according  to 
the  Chamber  Research   Department. 

The  Chamber  record  business  activity  index 
of  157.1  for  May  topped  a  year  ago  by  7. .5 
per  cent.  The  five  months'  activity  index  of 
158.7  rose  7.7  per  cent  above  the  similar  pe- 
riod last  year. 

Construction  authorized  in  San  Fran- 
cisco continued  ut  a  record  clip,  with  a 
five-month  volume  of  $4.S,544,424 — 
nearly  810  million  or  28.2  per  cent 
above  last  year.  New  non-residential  ac- 
counted for  $21.408,6.^3 or  180.5  per 

cent  above  a  year  a^o.  New  residential 
accounted  for  $11,811,514  and  provid- 
ed 1,086  dwelling  units.  Two-thirds  of 
the  units  were  aparlnients. 

The  nine-county  Bay  Area — Alameda.  Con- 
tra Costa.  Marin.  San  Francisco,  San  Mateo, 
Solano.  Napa.  Santa  Clara  and  Sonoma — saw 
21,056  dwelling  units  authorized  for  the  five- 
month  period  costing  $230,100,000.  Residen- 
tial construction  for  May  numbered  5.135 
dwelling  units  authorized  with  a  value  of  $56.- 
762.000— an  average  of  $11,054  a  unit. 

Real    estate    deeds    recorded    in    San 

Francisco,    12    per    cent    ahead    of    last 

year,  totaled  8,057. 
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Shares  traded  on  the  Pacific  Coast  Stock 
Exchange  rose  108.2  per  cent,  market  value 
75.0  per  cent.  Bank  debits  in  San  Francisco 
were  up  7.9  per  cent  over  the  five-month 
period. 

Bay  Region  financial  transactions  for  the 
first  five  months  amounted  to  $35.4  billion  or 
$3.6  Ijillion  more  than  a  year  ago. 

Employment  in  the  six-county  metro- 
politan area — Alameda,  Contra  Costa, 
Marin,   San   Francisco,   San   Mateo   and 
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Solano  —  set  a  new  May  high  of 
1,10.';,000 — .1.2  percent  above  last  May. 
Manufacturing  lopped  all  industrial 
groups  with  204,600  employed,  5.2  per 
cent  more  than  a  year  ago.  The  first 
five  months'  employment  averaged 
1,089,160 — a  gain  of  2.8  per  cent  over 
last  year.  Unemployment  in  May 
dropped  to  .3.9  per  cent  of  the  labor 
force,  compared  to  5.7  per  cent  a  year 
ago. 

Average  weekly  earnings  in  tlie  manufac- 
turing industry  in  April  (latest  available 
figures)  amounted  to  $164.52  per  week.  8.3 
per  cent  more  than  a  year  ago. 

Vehicle  crossings  over  the  Bay  Bridge  set  a 
record  of  1.5,129.122  for  the  first  five  months. 
The  Golden  Gate  Bridge  also  set  a  five  months" 
record  of  6.960..526  crossings. 

Out-of-State  passenger  cars  entering  through 
northern  California  gateways  during  the  first 
five  months  increased  9.3  per  cent,  carrying 
662.550  passengers. 

San  Francisco  Port  revenue  tonnage 
for  the  five  months  was  only  slightly 
above  a  year  ago.  However,  foreign  ship- 
ments were  up  25.7  per  cent,  accounting 
for  56  per  cent  of  the  tonnage. 

Ship  arrivals  in  San  Francisco  Bay  were 
5.6  per  cent  ahead  of  last  year  and  the  regis- 
tered tonnage  nine  per  cent  above  the  five 
months  of  last  year. 

Truck  movements  led  the  five  months  of 
last  year  by  8.2  per  cent. 

Written  inquiries  from  visitors  and 
newcomers  received  by  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  were  up 
14.5  per  cent. 

Department  store  sales  for  the  first  five 
months  increased  six  per  cent  in  San  Fran- 
cisco and  10  per  cent  in  northern  California 
and  the  12th  Federal  Reserve  District.  Mer- 
chant wholesalers  sales  on  the  Pacific  Coast 
for  the  month  of  April  were  16  per  cent  above 
a  year  ago.  The  first  four  months  sales  on 
the  Pacific  Coast  average  was  14  per  cent 
above  last  year's  same  period. 

Pacific   Coast   automobile   equipment 
sales  for  the  first  four  months   topped 
the  same  period  a  year  ago  by   18  per 
cent;  electrical  apparatus,  13  per  cent; 
electrical  appliances,  24  per  cent;  furni- 
ture and  furnishings,  20  per  cent ;  hard- 
ware,   21    per    cent;    plumbing    goods, 
31    per  cent;   lumber   and   construction 
materials,   40   per  cent;    industrial   ma- 
chinery,  three  per  cent;   grocery   (gen- 
eral line),  12  per  cent;  drugs,  five  per 
cent;    tobacco,    16    per    cent;    and    dry- 
goods,   four   per   cent.   Fresh    fruit   and 
vegetable    sales    were    o£f    11    per    cent. 
In  the  utilities  field  in  San  Francisco,  elec- 
trical  energy   sales  were  up  4.1    per  cent  in 
May   and   2.6   per   cent   for   the   five   months. 
Commercial    and    industrial    water    sales    in- 
creased 5.4  per  cent  in  May  and  tied  the  five- 
month    sales   last   year.     May   industrial   and 
commercial   gas  sales  were  up  0.3   per  cent 
but  off  5.2  per  cent  for  the  five  montlis.

The  food  and  kindred  products  industry  ini- 
tiated the  greatest  number  of  projects,  65  in 
all.  Largest  single  project  announced  was  Cal- 
Best  Poultry's  new  $900,000  Fresno  plant. 
Other  large  expansions  included  Stella  D'Oro 
Biscuit  Company,  San  Leandro,  a  reported 
$750,000;  plant  and  warehouse  expansions  by 
Norbest  Turkey  Growers  Association  of  Sac- 
ramento, and  Hunt  Foods,  Inc.,  at  Oakdale, 
$600,000  each;  and  F.  M.  Ball  &  Company's 
(a  division  of  the  Hawaiian  Pineapple  Com- 
pany, Ltd.)  purchase  of  land  construction  of 
a  distributing  warehouse.  $500,000. 

The  largest  amount  recorded  for  any  indus- 
trial group  was  $45,754,000  for  the  primary 
metals  industry.

TRAINING  SHIP  "Golden  Bear"  .  .  .  college  on  the  high  seas  .  .  . 

California  Maritime  Academy  Unique  in  West 

San  Francisco  Bay,  one  of  the  finest  harbors  in  the  world,  also  has  one  of  the  best 
merchant  nnarine  training  schools  on  the  face  of  the  globe. 

That  would  be  the  California  Maritime  Academy — the  West's  only  maritime 
college — located  on  the  north  shore  of  the  Carquinez  Straits  just  south  of  Vallejo. 

Set  in  a  great  maritime  province,  which  faces  the  largest  ocean  on  earth,  and 
has  a  coast  line  containing  more  deep  water  ocean  ports  than  any  other  state,  the 
Academy  trains  young  men  to  become  licensed  officers  aboard  United  States  mer- 
chant marine  flagships. 

One  of  five  such  academies  in  the  country,  it  was  established  in  1929  as  a  unit 
of  the  State  Department  of  Education  on  the  collegiate  level.  Its  avowed  mission  is 
to  "give  instruction  in  the  science  and  practice  of  navigation,  seamanship,  steam, 
diesel  and  electrical  engineering  to  fit  students  for  the  maritime  profession." 

The  course  at  the  Academy,  now  supervised  by  Commodore  Russell  M.  Ihrig, 
U.  S.  Navy  (Ret.),  entails  three  years  of  study  which  costs  the  student  about  $2,000 
(including  uniforms,  textbooks  and  subsistence). 

A  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  Nautical  Science  is  given  to  those  who  suc- 
cessfully complete  the  deck  course;  the  engineering  course  leads  to  a  B.S.  in  Marine 
Engineering.  Students  also  receive  either  a  Third  Mate  or  Third  Assistant  Engineer's 
license  upon  passing  the  U.  S.  Coast  Guard  examination  and  may  apply  for  a  commis- 
sion as  Ensign,  U.S.N.R.,  upon  graduation. 

The  Academy  has  a  67-acre  campus  and  a  deepwater  pier  which  provides  berthing 
space  for  the  training  ship  GOLDEN  BEAR  and  a  boat  basin  for  power,  sailing  and 
rowing  boats. 

The  Golden  Bear,  a  7,040-ton,  16-knot  vessel  is  fitted  with  classrooms,  reading 
and  recreation  rooms,  a  machine  shop,  and  the  most  modern  equipment — including 
steam  and  diesel-powered  auxiliaries  and  turbo-electric  propulsion.  An  attack  cargo 
vessel  built  during  World  War  II,  she  served  in  the  later  campaigns  in  the  Pacific, 
and  was  later  used  to  transport  Chinese  Nationalist  troops. 

"Ships — the  lifelines  of  world  trade — need  highly-trained  personnel  to  run  them," 
the  Commodore  states. 

"We  must  have  men  highly  competent  in  the  seagoing  profession  to  shoulder 
the  heavy  responsibilities  of  delivering  the  mighty  flow  of  trade  in  and  out  of  our 
harbors  if  the  severe  competition  of  ships  under  foreign  flags  is  to  be  met.  A  great 
maritime  province  should  have  the  most  highly  skilled  mariners,  educated  and  trained 
for  the  purpose." 

Hugh  Gallagher,  a  member  of  the  Chamber  Shipbuilding  Committee,  and  a 
graduate  of  the  school,  is  on  the  Academy's  Board  of  Governors. 

The  institution  will  be  honored  when  Mayor  George  Christopher  of  San  Francisco 
proclaims  Tuesday,  July   14,  as  "California  Schoolship  Day."

S.F.  HAS  A  TEXTILE  TYCOON' 


"The  most  spectacular  man  in  the  Annerican  coat  and  suit  business." 

That's  how  they  describe  San  Francisco-born  Adolph  P.  Schunnan,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Lilli  Ann  Corporation  and  winner  of  France's  highest  award,  the 
Legion  of  Honor,  for  having  saved  the  French  textile  industry. 

Schuman,  ex-sports  writer  and  boxer  out  of  Lowell  High  School,  began 
in  the  fashion  Industry  with  $800  in  borrowed  capital,  starting  a  two-machine 
operation  in  a  dank  Chinatown  basement.  Now  one  of  the  world's  largest 
manufacturers  of  high-styled  women's  suits,  coats  and  dresses,  Schuman  pur- 
chases $2  million  worth  of  French  materials  a  year. 

On  a  tour  of  Europe  Schuman  studied  mills  at  Rodier,  Roubaux  and 
Elbeuf  in  Normandy,  d'Hounichy  in  Picardy,  Tiziano  in  Palerno,  Berilacqua  in 
Verano  and  dozens  of  other  fabric  establishments.  He  noted  that  the  French 
humming  looms  were  within  the  shadow  of  bankruptcy.  He  asked  French  mill 
owners:  "Why  not  leave  the  same  design  on  your  looms  and  run  off  miles  of 
superb  fabrics  instead  of  a  few  yards?" 

Schuman  then  proceeded  to  contract  for  the  entire  output  of  a  mill  for 
four  or  five  months  with  the  mill  running  off  as  much  as  5,000  yards  of  a  single 
design  for  him. 

The  quality  remained  the  same — only  the  quantity  increased.  The  result 
was  that  Schuman  got  finely  finished  fabrics — the  sort  which  cost  Dior  $35  a 
yard — at  $8  and  $9  a  yard,  including  duty. 

Schuman,  who  resides  in  Hillsborough  and  has  his  offices  at  2701  16th 
Street,  was  given  the  Legion  of  Honor  in  1954  for  having  rescued  the  French 
industry  from  oblivion,  and  later  was  made  an  official  of  that  body.  He  also 
has  won  the  Star  of  Solidarity  from  Italy  for  having  revived  that  country's 
silk  industry.  As  Chairman  of  the  World  Trade  Authority,  he  recently  was  cited 
by  the  Committee  de  Prestige  et  de  Propragande  Nationale  for  stimulating 
trade  between  France  and  the  United  States. 

A  loyal  native  son,  Schuman  was  determined  to  establish  his  industry  in 
San  Francisco  despite  the  fact  it  would  cost  him  close  to  $1  million  a  year  to 
develop  his  Lilli  Ann  enterprise  locally.  No  women's  clothing  manufacturer,  he 
realized,  had  ever  succeeded  in  San  Francisco  with  an  annual  volume  of  more 
than  $2  million.  Thinking  in  terms  of  yearly  volumes  of  $10  million  or  more, 
Schuman  developed  a  sound  and  aggressive  sales  organization  and  trained 
women  workers — a  thing  unheard  of  in  the  industry — to  compensate  for  the 
million-a-year  differential  between  operating  In  New  York  and  operating  here. 
He  also  concentrated  on  speeding  up  machine  work  and  handling. 

"Following  that,  we  went  after  materials  from  all  over  the  world  wherever 
the  best  was  made  and  ceased  worrying  about  trying  to  compete  with  Eastern 
manufacturers  for  the  output  of  New  England  mills,"  Schuman  said.

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Program  to  Correct  'Critical  Highway  Deficiencies'  Backed 


Recommendations  for  a  high  priority  pro- 
gram to  correct  the  most  critical  San  Fran- 
cisco highway  deficiencies  have  been  approved 
by  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Chamber. 

Contained  in  a  report  to  the  board  by  the 
Civic    Development    Committee     (Arthur    J. 
Dolan,  Jr.,  Chairman)   and  the  Street,  High- 
way   &    Bridge    Section 
(Leonard   S.   Mosais. 
Chairman ) ,    the    recom- 
mendations will  be  pre- 
sented at  a  public  hear- 
ing  of    the    Highway 
Commission     in     Sacra- 
mento August  27. 

They  were  prepared 
in  cooperation  with  the 
San  Francisco  Freeway 
Technical  Advisory  Com- 
mittee and  representa- 
tives of  District  IV  of 
the  California  Highway 
Department.  (The  San 
Francisco  Freeway  Technical  Advisory  Com- 
mittee is  composed  of  the  Chief  Administra- 
tive Officer,  representatives  of  the  Dept.  of 
Public  Works,  Fire  Department,,  Recreation 
&  Park  Dept.,  Municipal  Railway,  S.F.  Police 
Dept.,  City  Planning  Dept.,  and  the  S.F.  Uni- 
fied School  District) . 

Recommended  were  construction  and  right 
of  way  allocations  for  portions  of  the  South- 
ern Freeway,  Routes  225  and  2,  the  Golden 
Gate  Bridge  Approach,  Routes  2  and  56  (to 
be  constructed  only  after  approval  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors) ,  the  Embarcadero  Free- 
way, Route  224,  and  landscaping  portions  of 
the' Southern,  Bayshore  and  Central  Freeways. 
Southern  Freeway  construction  would  con- 
tinue from  the  end  of  the  presently  budgeted 


project  at  Milton  Street  to  tlie  end  of  the 
adopted  route  at  Orizaba  Avenue,  a  distance 
of  2.8  miles,  at  an  unbudgeted  cost  of  $11,- 
400,000. 

Golden  Gate  Bridge  Approach  would  in- 
clude Route  2  from  the  Richardson  Avenue 
"Y"  to  interchange  with  Route  56  and  pro- 


Route  55  to  a  junction  with  the  Southern 
Freeway  at  Orizaba  Avenue;  extension  of  the 
Southern  Freeway  from  the  Bayshore  Free- 
way to  a  junction  with  the  Embarcadero  Free- 
way at  Howard ;  and  completion  of  the  Hunt- 
ers Point  Freeway,  Route  253,  from  the  Bay-

vide  two  additional  lanes.  Partly  financed  in 
tlie  1959-60  budget,  the  project  is  1.2  miles  in 
length  and  would  require  additional  funds  to 
complete  financing,  the  route  requiring  ap- 
proval of  the  Supervisors. 

Additional  Embarcadero  Freeway  construc- 
tion would  include  the  Clay-Washington 
ramps  for  Redevelopment  Area  E-1  and  a 
suitable  improvement  of  the  freeway  area 
fronting  the  Ferry  Building.  Length  of  the 
project  is  .26  miles  and  the  cost  is  $2,100,- 
000. 

Landscaping  of  freeways  would  cover  2.6 
miles  and  cost  $460,000.

Prescott  Sullivan,  colorful  sportswriter  for  the  SAN  FRANCISCO  EX- 
AMINER, writes:  "The  ever  popular,  fresh  as  paint  review  is  an  important 
contributor  to  the  city's  prosperity.  .  .  .  Unlike  traveling  shows,  which  come 
here  and  depart  after  making  a  quick  buck,  the  Follies  is  a  San  Francisco 
institution." 

George  J.  Campbell,  General  Manager  of  Winterland — home  base  of 
the  Follies,  said  this  year's  show  will  break  alltime  attendance  records  for  San 
Francisco.  "About  430,000  persons  will  have  seen  the  show  here  during  this 
year's  summer  run,"  he  stated.  Now  in  its  23rd  year,  the  Follies  will  have  played 
to  its  50  millionth  customer  before  the  summer  run  ends.  More  than  two  million 
persons  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  view  the  spectacle  annually. 

Numbering  168  performers,  including  19  skaters  from  northern  California 
(the  most  from  any  one  section  in  the  country),  the  Follies  is  the  world's  largest 
traveling  show.  It  takes  five  baggage  cars  and  six  pullmans  hooked  together  in  a 
special  train  to  transport  the  show  from  place  to  place.  Nearly  250  persons,  on 
and  off  stage,  are  directly  dependent  on  the  Follies  for  their  livelihood. 

The  Follies  was  conceived  in  1935  when  Oscar,  Eddie  an  Roy  put  on  a 
"slapstick"  act  between  periods  of  an  ice  hockey  game  at  St.  Paul.  Pooling  their 
savings  of  $12,000,  they  bought  a  bus  and  slowly  developed  their  show  into  a 
first  class  attraction  on  barnstorming  tours  despite  polio  epidemics,  snow 
storms,  sleet  and  hail  and  frosty  receptions  earlier  in  some  Eastern  cities. 

Their  first  big  success  came  in  San  Francico.  "That's  why  San  Francisco 
has  become  the  focal  point  for  the  show,"  Roy  Shipstad  points  out.  "We  draw 
our  inspiration  here  in  the  creation  and  shaping  of  the  show.  During  our  annual 
four  months'  stay  here  in  the  summer — the  longest  stay  in  any  one  city,  by  the 
way — the  entire  pattern  for  the  show  is  evolved  at  a  cost  of  about  a  half-million 
dollars  for  its  production  each  year. 

"San  Francisco,  literally,  is  the  hometown  of  the  Follies.  It  is  sentimentally 
and  emotionally  'home'  for  the  troupe — most  of  the  cast  lives  here  permanent-

Fashion  Industries 
Show  Had  One  of  Its 
"Best  Ever"  Years 

San  Francisco  Fashion  Industries'  Union 
Square  spectacular  was  "the  best  ever", 
according  to  Ellen  Magnin  Newman,  Chair- 
man of  its  Retailer-Manufacturer  Liaison 
Committee. 

In  addition  to  "extremely  effective"  dis- 
plays in  most  major  department  stores,  there 
was  a  total  of  23  pages  of  advertising,  and 
seven  full  days  of  radio  and  television  spot 
announcements  and  widespread  newspaper 
publicity  in  promoting  the  event.  A  total  of 
2,593  ballots  were  cast  in  the  White  Collar 
Girl  contest  —  more  than  double  last  year's 
alltime  high. 

RCA,  which  sponsored  a  30-minute  telecast, 
was  so  impressed  with  the  response  that  it 
plans  to  do  a  one-hour  color  spectacular  on 
tape  for  national  showings  in  1960.  (The 
Trendex  Rating  for  one  of  the  telecasts  was 
300,000  viewers,  compared  to  the  average  of 
45,000  viewers  on  an  ordinary  afternoon.) 

"No  single  production  in  several  years  has 
attracted  more  attention  to  the  downtown 
shopping  area  than  this  year's  show,"  accord- 
ing to  R.  M.  Oddie,  Chairman  of  the  Market- 
ing and  Sales  Promotion  Section  of  the  Cham- 
ber.

Santa  Cruz  and  Yolo  —  was 
estimated  at  4.361,800  persons  as  of  .lanuary 
1  of  this  year,  compared  to  3,266,384  in  April 
of  1950.  a  nine-year  increase  of  33.54  per  cent. 
With  this  has  come  a  65.2  per  cent  increase  in 
hank  debits  and  a  39.1  per  cent  increase  in 
wholesale  trade  and  a  53.9  per  cent  increase 
in  retail  trade. 

The  Bay  Region  had  29. .3  per  cent  of 
the  Slate's  total  population  of  14,892,- 
800  with  only  6.4  per  cent  of  its  land 
area.   It  also  had   30.7  per  rent   of  the 
State's  cash  net  income,   37.0  per  cent 
of  its  wholesale  sales  and  4.3.8  per  cent 
of  the  State's  bank  debits  during  1958. 
San  Francisco  led  all  major  U.  S.  cities  in 
population  gain  per  square  mile  of  land  area 
between   1940-1959.  On  January  1,   1959  the 
city  had  821,000  residents  —  45,643  more  than 
in  1950  and  186,464  more  than  in  1940.  On  the 
average,  about  311.000  additional  persons  en- 
ter the  city  daily,  creating  a  market  of  more 
than  a  million  persons   (about  half  of  those 
entering  are  persons  who  regularly  work  in 
the  city  but  live  outside). 

The  effective  buying  income  per  cap- 
ita in  San  Francisco  in  1958  of  $2,565 
was  the  highest  among  large  cities  and 
compares  to  $2,093  in  California  and 
$1,758  in  the  nation.  Total  effective 
buying  income  in  San  Francisco  in  1958 
amounted  to  $2,106,153,000  or  $279,- 
000,000  more  than  in  1950.  Civilian 
employment  in  July  1958  in  San  Fran- 
cisco totaled  478,200  persons  compared 
to  448,200  in  1950. 

In  world  trade,  commodities  valued  at 
$546,272,703  were  exported  through  the  San 
Francisco  Customs  District  in  1958  compared 
to  .$270,839,943  in  1950.  Imports  totaled 
8444.761,648  in  1958  compared  to  $304,777,- 
776  in  1950.  Total  of  exports  and  imports 
through  the  customs  district  was  $991,034,- 
352  in  1958  or  1.7  times  the  1950  level  and 
4.7  times  the  1940  total,  a  trend  which  has 
advanced  steadily  over  these  years. 

More  than  250  air  and  marine  lines  main- 
tain offices  or  agencies  in  San  Francisco. 
Fifty-six  nations  maintain  consular,  commer- 
cial travel  and  information  representatives  in 
the  San  Francisco  area. 

The  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, headquarters  of  the  Twelfth  Federal 
Reserve  District,  experienced  the  second 
largest  volume  of  business  of  all  districts  in 
the  system.  In  1957,  member  banks  in  the 
district  reported  10,142  officers  and  61,164 
employees  and  accounted  for  15  per  cent  of 
the  total  assets.  22  per  cent  of  the  time  de- 
posits —  highest  of  all  districts  —  16  per  cent 
of  taxes  on  net  income  and  14  per  cent  of  net 
profits  of  all  memi)er  banks  in  the  Federal 
Reserve  System.  San  f>ancisco  banks,  which 
include  the  world's  largest  and  six  of  the 
nation's  50  largest  commercial  banks,  reported 
total  deposits  of  $15.8  billion  at  the  end  of 
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1958.    an    increase   of   $1,200,000,000    over    a 
year  earlier  and  $6.5  billiim  above  1950. 

San  Francisco,  the  insurance  center 
of  the  West,  had  about  67.3  insurance 
carriers,  agents  and  brokers  and  21,500 
persons  engaged  in  the  Rebl  in  19.58, 
with  an  annual  payroll  of  about  $103,- 
000,000. 

Northern  California,  of  which  San  Fran- 
cisco is  the  core  city,  contains  70  per  cent  of 
the  State's  farms,  73  per  cent  of  its  farm 
acreage,  comprises  five  of  the  richest  agri- 
cultural valleys  of  California,  and  accounted 
for  62  per  cent  of  the  State's  farm  product 
sold  in  1957.  (Latest  available). 

The  Central  Valley  Project,  which  is 
a  long-range  multi-purpose  water  con- 
servation program  in  the  great  valleys 
of  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  Rivers, 
will  provide  additional  water  to  several 
million  acres  of  rich,  fertile  land,  and 
opportunities  for  extensive  new  agricul- 
ture and  economic  developments  in  the 
immediate  trading  area  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. The  total  construction  program, 
as  of  December  31,  1958,  amounted  to 
$589,302,000 — including  Folsom  Dam 
$61,822,000  transfer  from  Corps  of 
Engineers.  This  is  68  per  cent  of  the 
present  estimated  total  cost  of  $862,- 
783,000  authorized. 

The  Bay  Region  is  the  hub  of  the  West's 
mining  industry  with  a  production  in  recent 
years  ranging  between  $3  and  $4  billion  an- 
nually and  accounted  for  more  than  one 
quarter  of  the  Nation's  output.  California's 
mineral  production  accounted  for  38  per  cent 
of  the  Western  total  and  over  nine  per  cent 
of  the  Nation's  total,  ranking  it  second  among 
the  states.  During  1958,  the  San  Francisco 
Mining  Exchange  transactions  totaled  14.064.- 
468  shares  with  a  market  value  of  $2,015,376. 

Insured  wages  in  the  manufacturing  indus- 
tries in  San  Francisco  during  1958  amounted 
to  about  $388,000,000.  or  about  $128,000,000 
above  the  1950  level.  Manufacturing  in  the 
Bay  Region  made  brisk  progress  during  1958. 
New  industries  and  expansions  included 
1,003  projects  widi  outlays  of  $340,195,341  — 
second  largest  amount  in  a  decade.  Insured 
employment  in  manufacturing  industries  in 
the  Bay  Region  in  1958  totaled  283,250  based 
on  reports  from  5,976  manufacturing  outlets: 
the  estimated  annual  payroll  amounted  to 
11.5  billions. 

The  western  market  is  expanding  rapidly. 
Between  1950-1959  the  eleven  western  states 
added  about  6.5  million  residents  with  current 
estimated  annual  buying  income  of  about 
$12.5  billion;  between  January,  1959  and 
1970  an  additional  8.6  million  people  would 
lift  the  annual  buying  income  by  another 
$16.6  billion,  at  current  per  capita. 

About  28  per  cent  of  U.  S.  industry's  new 
market  for  consumer  goods  during  the  next 
few  years  will  be  within  the  Western  States 
based  on  population  growth.

Bay  Region  Accounts 
For  89%  of  Industrial 
Expansion  Comniitnients 

The  San  Francisco  Bay  Region's  13  counties 
accounted  for  89  per  cent  of  the  total  invest- 
ment for  industrial  expansion  in  northern 
California's  48  counties  during  the  first  half 
of  this  year,  according  to  the  Industrial  De- 
partment of  the  Chamber. 

The  region's  13  counties — Alameda, 
Contra  Costa,  Marin,  San  Francisco,  San 
Mateo,  Solano,  Napa,  Santa  Clara, 
Sonoma,  Sacramento,  San  Joaquin, 
Santa  Cruz  and  Yolo  —  committed 
$164,132,008  for  549  projects  com- 
pared to  the  northern  California  total 
of  $182,248,878  for  683  projects. 
San  Francisco  accounted  for  $4,235,000  of 
the  total  for  92  projects.

Business  Jumps  Into  the  Jet  Age 

Executive  Aircraft  Terminal — San  Francisco  Airport — visualizes  "business 
flying"  as  the  largest  single  growth  segnnent  in  the  future  of  aviation,  with 
large  corporations  now  owning  and  operating  some  of  the  fastest,  most 
modern  aircraft  in  use. 

The  airport  facility,  operated  by  Bay  Aviation  Services  at  the  airport's 
old  domestic  terminal,  now  offers  San  Francisco  executives  who  travel  via 
company-owned  planes  a  range  of  line  services  "matching  any  airport  any- 
where in  the  country,"  according  to  Edwin  H.  Gough,  President  of  B.A.S. 

Attuned  to  the  steadily  increasing  tempo  of  aircraft  growth,  the  Executive 
Air  Terminal  is  fully  prepared  for  the  use  of  jet  aircraft  as  a  business  and 
sales  tool.  "Our  company,  for  instance,  has  on  its  drafting  boards  plans  for 
a  new  $500,000  hangar,  160  by  303  feet,  which  will  be  able  to  accommodate 
any  size  of  craft — including  business  and  airline  jets,"  Gough  said. 

Approximately  half  of  the  hours  flown  in  the  aviation  industry — all 
flying  other  than  military  or  scheduled  airlines — are  flown  by  business  air- 
craft, according  to  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency.  Business  planes  flew  some 
5.7  million  hours  last  year  compared  to  some  5.4  million  in  1957  (scheduled 
airlines  flew  about  3.7  million  hours  in  1957). 

Business  aircraft  sales  and  service  operations — now  functioning  at  a 
level  of  some  $500  million  annually — are  expected  to  attain  a  total  business 
dollar  volume  of  some  $1  billion  annually  within  five  years. 

San  Francisco,  aware  of  the  rising  importance  of  business  flying,  awarded 
a  lease  in  1956  to  Bay  Aviation  Services  Co.  to  cater  to  the  rising  traffic  In 
large  multi-engine  business  aircraft.  The  B.A.S. ,  a  private  enterprise,  acts  in 
the  capacity  of  a  semi-public  utility.  It  collects  landing  fees,  maintains  air- 
port records,  supervises  non-airline  civil  aircraft  operations;  refuels,  cleans 
and  offers  other  services  to  scheduled  carriers,  and  is  now  finding  ways  to 
reduce  capital  investment  in  ground  handling  equipment  for  carriers  faced 
with  rising  costs  for  jet  equipment. 

Of  the  total  air  movements  in  and  out  of  San  Francisco  International 
Airport — currently  amounting  to  between  550  and  600  each  day — about 
350  are  aircraft  operated  by  airline  companies,  leaving  about  250  non- 
commercial operations  daily  (more  of  them  operating  out  of  Executive  Air- 
craft Terminal). 

More  than  60  executive  aircraft  are  based  at  Executive  Aircraft  Terminal. 
Standard  Oil  Company  of  California  and  Shell  Oil  Company,  also  maintain 
their  own  hangars  adjacent  to  the  Executive  terminal. 
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"Integrated  Transportation"  Vital  to  City's  Growth

"Continued  progress  toward  integrated 
transportation — including  realistic,  harmoni- 
ous and  aggressive  parkway  and  freeway  plan- 
ning —  is  absolutely  essential  if  San  Fran- 
cisco is  to  prosper  and  retain  its  place  as  the 
'heart'  of  the  Bay  Area 
and  Headquarters  City 
of  the  West,"  according 
to  a  statement  presented 
yesterday  to  the  Califor- 
nia State  Highway  Com- 
mission in  Sacramento 
on  behalf  of  Jack  H. 
How,  President  of  the 
Chamber. 

"Parkway   and   free- 
way planning  is  the  only 
facet    of    the    overall 
transportation  problem 
which   is   not   keeping   pace   with   the   rapid 
development   of   the   city,"  the   signed   state- 
ment,   presented   as   the   introduction   to   the 
recommendations    of    the    Chamber's    Street, 
Highway  and  Bridge  Section,  pointed  out. 
In  contrast.  How  pointed  to  progress 
being  made  in  improving  the  San  Fran- 
cisco street  system,  to  studies  going  for- 
ward in  area-wide  rapid  transit,  and  to 
"dramatic  advances"  being  made  by  the 
San  Francisco  Parking  Authority. 
He  pointed  out  the  agreement  of  authorities 
on  the  role  of  freeways  in  a  system  of  "inte- 
grated transportation"  and  stressed  the  safety 
record  of  freeways  based  on  a  40-month  study 
of  Bayshore  Freeway. 

The  freeway  was  eight  times  safer 
than  19th  Avenue  and  fifteen  times 
safer  than  Van  Ness  Avenue,  even 
though  carrying  three  times  the  traffic 
of  either  sreet,  the  study  showed. 
Other  facts  about  San  Francisco's  traffic 
problems  contained  in  the  introduction :

•  San  Francisco  generates  its  own  traffic. 
The  street  system  accommodated  1,300,000 
vehicular  trips  per  day  in  1958  —  1,000,000 
of  them  by  San  Franciscan  themselves.  The 
average  trip  length  was  three  miles.  By  1980 
the  predicted  total  is  1,640,000  per  day. 

•  Local  or  internal  traffic  accounted  for  77 
per  cent  of  the  total  in  1958.  In  1980  it  will 
represent  67  per  cent  of  the  total. 

•  Only  one  per  cent  of  the  1958  trips  were 
made  by  vehicles  passing  through  San  Fran- 
cisco without  stopping.  By  1980  only  two  per 
cent  will  be  "through  traffic." 

•  Traffic  to  and  from  the  city  represented  22 
per  cent  of  the  1958  total  and  will  grow  to 
31  per  cent  by  1980. 

•  There  will  be  132,000  daily  trips  across 
the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Bridge  and 
79,000  daily  trips  across  the  Golden  Gate 
Bridge  by  1980.  In  addition,  an  estimated 
316.000  daily  trips  will  be  made  between  the 
Peninsula  and  San  Francisco.  (The  bulk  of 
this  traffic  will  be  commuters,  business 
travelers,  or  shoppers  either  residing,  work- 


ing or  shopping  in  the  cty.) 

•  Forty  of  the  city's  800  miles  of  thorough- 
fare (30  miles.  State;  10  miles,  City)  would 
be  parkways,  freeways  or  expressways  pro- 
posed in  the  city's  Trafficways  Plan  —  only 
five  per  cent  of  the  total.  This  five  per  cent 
would  carry  half  of  the  projected  1980  traffic. 

•  Only  about  two  of  the  19  miles  of  freeway 
not  yet  constructed  in  the  proposed  State 
system  in  San  Francisco  would  be  elevated 
viaducts.  The  balance  would  be  at  grade, 
below  grade  or  tunneled. 

"Automobile     transportation     has 
made  great  contributions   to  the  build- 
ing of  San  Francisco  as  we  know  it  to- 
day,"  How's   introduction    stated.    "Un- 
controlled, ignored  or  poorly  managed, 
it  can  destroy  the  city." 
The  Chamber's  recommendations  for  a  high 
priority    program    for   the    correction    of   the 
most  critical  highway  deficiencies  in  the  city 
were  presented  to  the  commission  by  Leonard 
S.  Mosias,  chairman  of  the  Street,  Highway  &

Effect  of  Teamsters' 
Strike  on  Local  Economy 
Deplored  by  the  Chamber 

In  view  of  conditions  prevailing  in 
San  Francisco  with  regard  to  the  cur- 
rent difficulties  between  the  trucking 
industry  and  the  Teamsters  Union,  Jack 
H.  How,  president  of  Chamber  has  to- 
day issued   the  following  statement: 

"The  Chamber  deplores  a  situation 
where  the  flow  of  goods  vital  to  the 
citys'  living  and  economy  is  grinding 
to  a  halt. 

"In  the  present  situation  the  Cham- 
ber requests  the  officers  of  the  union 
and  the  leaders  of  the  insurgent  group 
of  employees  to  resolve  their  differ- 
ences so  that  the  agreement  reached  by 
the  Draymen's  Association  and  the 
union's  officers  and  negotiating  com- 
mittee can  be  given  full  consideration. 

"The  Chamber  will  lend  every  pos- 
sible assistance  toward  protecting  and 
maintaining  the  good  industrial  and 
economic  climate  of  San  Francisco  and 
the  San  Francisco  Bay  Region.  From 
the  viewpoint  of  the  community,  the 
increases  in  the  proposed  agreement 
are  considered  to  be  excessive.  With 
increasing  competition  between  cities 
and  between  regions,  San  Francisco 
must  not  be  priced  out  of  the  market 
as  a  place  to  do  business  and  for  em- 
ployment. The  Chamber  will  bend 
every  effort  to  aid  in  bringing  about 
a  settlement  in  this  present  crisis."

Electronics,  the  fastest  developing  industry  in  the  nation — doing  $10  billion  worth 
of  annual  business  nationally — is  undergoing  its  greatest  growth  in  the  eleven  western 
states  with  heavy  emphasis  on  the  San  Francisco-Peninsula  area,  according  to  John  A. 
Chartz,  President  of  Western  Electronics  Manufacturers  Association. 

"Few  realize  electronics  is  rapidly  approaching  in  stature  the  giants  of  industry — 
steel,  automotive  and  petroleum — in  the  value  of  products,"  Chartz  declared. 

In  the  S.F.-Penlnsula  area — hub  of  the  burgeoning  industry — there  are  currently 
144  firms  employing  about  40,000  persons  with  a  sales  volume  conservatively  estimated 
at  $439  million  this  year,  nearly  one-fourth  the  total  of  the  eleven  western  states. 

The  eleven  western  states  now  have  770  firms  employing  146,000  persons  with  a 
whopping  $1,932,000,000  in  annual  sales  (excluding  aircraft  and  broadcast  service  rev- 
enues). These  states  house  IB  per  cent  of  the  electronics  firms  in  the  nation,  employ 
19  per  cent  of  the  personnel,  and  record  23  oer  cent  of  the  country's  annual  sales. 

The  "lusty  infant  of  the  industrial  world"  was  born  in  an  old  rooming  house  in 
Palo  Alto  about  half  a  century  ago  when  Dr.  Lee  deForest  invented  the  "audion"  or 
electron  tube  —  forerunner  of  practically  every  form  of  electronics  device.  Other 
imaginative  scientists  who  pioneered  on  the  peninsula  were  Herbert  B.  Van  Etten, 
Leonard  E.  Fuller,  Cyril  F.  Elwell,  Fred  Kolster,  Charles  V.  Logwood,  Ralph  hieintz  and 
Douglas  Perham.  Elwell  constructed  the  first  west  coast  radio  transmitter. 

Later,  the  klystron,  the  first  practical  generator  of  microwave  energy,  was  created 
by  the  late  Dr.  Russell  H.  Varian  and  his  brother,  Sigurd,  at  Varlan  Associates,  Stanford 
Industrial  Park.  "TV  on  tape,"  making  possible  an  immediate  playback  of  actual  events 
with  perfect  fidelity  to  reality,  was  devised  by  Ampex  Corp.  of  Redwood  City,  pioneer 
stereophonic  sound  firm.  The  peninsula  also  was  the  birthplace  of  the  rhumbatron  and 
vacuum  tube  oscillator. 

The  first  city  in  the  country  (possibly  in  the  world)  to  have  central  district  electrical 
lighting  (1879),  San  Francisco,  was  the  home  base  for  Philip  T.  Farnsworth,  who — 
working  out  of  a  loft  at  Green  and  Sansome  Streets — invented  all-electronic  television 
in  1927. 

Early  San  Francisco  inventors  also  included  Peter  Jensen  and  E.  S.  Pridham,  famed 
in  the  development  of  the  loudspeaker  and  founders  of  the  Magnavox  Company. 

Stanford  Research  Institute,  Menio  Park — an  independent,  non-profit  corporation 
with  some  1,400  employees — developed  the  "Erma,"  a  fabulous  computer  used  by  the 
Bank  of  America  for  check-processing. 

The  chromotron,  a  modern  development  of  the  color  picture  tube,  was  created  by 
the  late  Ernest  O.  Lawrence,  Nobel  Prize  winner  and  formerly  director  of  the  University 
of  California  Radiation  Laboratory. 

The  San  Francisco  Peninsula,  a  "superb  stretch  of  American  suburbia,"  Is  emerging 
as  a  major  industrial  center,  primarily  because  of  the  impetus  given  to  it  by  the  elec- 
tronics industry  which  has  been  fostered  and  stimulated  over  the  years  by  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber. 
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410,837  fans  paid  $1,800,000  to  see  49ers  in  Kezar  Stadium  in  1958. 

Colorful  49ers  Mean  $42  Million 
Financial  Turnover  to  Area  Economy 

San  Francisco's  colorful  professional  footballing  49ers  know  how  to  score  touch- 
downs in  the  bank  as  well  as  on  the  gridiron. 

Paid  attendance  for  1958,  totaling  410,837  persons,  showed  a  revenue  of  $1,800,- 
000.  This  revenue  turned  over  at  the  average  rate  of  29  times  during  the  year — a 
formula  utilized  by  the   Federal  Reserve  Bank  based  on  studies  of  bank  debits 

and  deposits — resulting  in  estimated  financial 

transactions   aggregating   $42    million. 

A  significant  element  in  these  statistics  is 
that  $37  million  of  the  financial  transactions 
resulted  from  out-of-town  attendance,  accord- 
ing to  Vic  Moribito,  one  of  the  owners  of 
the  49ers. 

"In  our  report  to  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  petitioning  a  rent  reduction  at 
Kezar  Stadium  in  January,  1958,  we  estimated 
that  out-of-towners  formed  25  per  cent  of  our 
total  paid  attendance. 

"A  recheck  of  the  figures  this  year  showed 
that  the  figure  was  grossly  inadequate.  Our 
ticket  sales,  by  actual  count,  disclosed  that 
a  surprising  72  per  cent  of  the  sales  were 
to  persons  who  come  to  the  city  to  see  our 
games  and  that  only  28  per  cent  of  our  sales 
were  to  residents  of  San  Francisco. 

"In  plain  figures,  a  total  of  295,803  visitors 
spent  $1,293,764  on  tickets  alone.  At  the 
average  turnover  rate,  that  means  $37  mil- 
lion in  financial  transactions  resulted  from 
out-of-towners. 

"On  top  of  that,  if  you  conservatively  figure 
that  out-of-towners  spend  an  additional  $50 
each  on  the  average  for  various  needs  entailed 
with  making  the  trip  to  see  the  49ers  in  action.

The  Chamber  has  filed  a  99-page  exhibit  with  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  in 
support  of  service  by  an  American  carrier  in  the  Trans-Pacific  Route  Case. 

Charles  C.  Miller,  manager  of  the  Chamber  Transportation  department,  will 
appear  before  the  CAB  in  support  of  competitive  American  flag  air  carrier  serv- 
ice between  San  Francisco  and  Tokyo  and  points  beyond  via  the  Great  Circle 
Route  with  a  permissive  traffic  stop  at  Seattle, 


without  expressing  carrier  preference. 

The  Chamber  will  also  support  such  serv- 
ice between  San  Francisco,  Tahiti  and  points 
beyond  without  expressing  carrier  preference. 

Dates  have  been  set  for  a  hearing  in  Hono- 
lulu on  October  26,  followed  by  hearings  in 
San  Francisco  on  or  about  November  4  and 
in  Washington,  D.  C.  on  or  about  November 
12. 

The  Honolulu,  San  Francisco  and  first  part 
of  the  Washington  hearing  will  be  devoted  to 
civic  presentations  with  the  exception  of  a 
presentation  by  Hawaiian  Airlines  in  Hono- 
lulu. Nearly  every  major  U.  S.  city  will  be 
heard  in  favor  of  direct  service  between  their 
communities  and  Hawaii. 

Presentation  by  the  eleven  United  States 
carriers  which  have  filed  applications  will 
occupy  the  last  part  of  the  Washington  hear- 
ings.

Record  $450  Million  in  New  Construction 
For  City  During  First  Six  Months  of  '59 

More  than  $450  million  in  new  construction  in  San  Francisco  has  been  an- 
nounced during  the  first  half  of  1959 — ^pointing  toward  the  greatest  building 
boom   in  the   city's  history — according  to  the  Chamber. 

Coupled  with  the  more  than  $12  million  (not  included  in  the  above  total)  in 
civic  bond  issues  on  the  November  ballot — involving  the  renovation  of  the  Palace 
of  Fine  Arts  and  the  Civic  Auditorium  and      standards.

the  construction  of  the  Ferry  Park — the  build- 
ings will  drastically  change  the  city's  skyline. 
With  $50  million  in  the  State  coffers 
for  the  reconstruction  of  the  Embarca- 
dero  piers  and  the  ultimate  realization 
of  the  $220  million  Golden  Gateway 
Project  (previously  announced)  and 
the  $100  million  proposed  Embarca- 
dero  City — taken  together  these  proj- 
ects would  conservatively  aggregate 
$350  million  in  expansion  alone — the 
city  will  one  day  have  the  world's  most 
beautiful  waterfront. 

(Embarcadero  City  enabling  legislation. 
Senate  Bill  475,  has  been  approved,  granting 
Port  Authority  permission  to  long-term  leas- 
ing to  private  interests.  A  survey  by  a  private 
concern  will  be  released  at  the  end  of  this 
month  on  the  economic  aspects  of  the  water- 
front situation.) 

Despite  its  geographical  limitations 
— only  44.8  square  miles  of  land — San 
Francisco  is  undergoing  its  most  explo- 
sive construction  growth.  Nothing  like 
it  was  experienced  before  or  after  the 
1906  catastrophe  which  resulted  in 
$500  million  in  property  damage  and 
the  destruction  of  some  28,000  build- 
ings. 

From  May  1906,  through  1910,  a  total  of 
$169,887,195  was  spent  in  reconstruction — 
the  equivalent  of  $1,250,200,000  in  terms  of 
today's  dollar.  The  top  full  year  of  1907  saw 
$56,514,000  expended  in  rebuilding  the  city 
— equal  to  $416,514,000  by  present  monetary 


If  the  three  November  city  bond  issues  are 
passed,  San  Francisco  will  have  undergone  its 
most  radical  physical  change  in  a  year's  time 
since  after  the  fire  and  earthquake.  The  issues 
at  stake  are:  Proposition  A,  a  $7,575,000  reno- 
vation of  the  Civic  Auditorium ;  the  $2,967,250 
Ferry  Park;  and  the  $1,800,000  rehabilitation 
of  the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts  (augmenting  the 
$2  million  gift  of  Walter  S.  Johnson  and 
matching  $2  million  earmarked  by  the  State 
if  the  issue  is  passed). 

Included  in  this  year's  first  half-year 

record  total  was  $53,709,567  in  build- 


ing permits,  another  record.   (Residen- 
tial   and    non-residential    building    per- 
mits and  additions  and  repairs  alone  for 
the  past  414    years   totaled   $335,967,- 
306,    including   a    record   year    of 
$83,226,675  in  1958.) 
Authorized  construction  in  the  Central  Busi- 
ness District  from  1955  through  June  of  this 
year  amounted  to  $101,162,346  and  announced 
projects  amounted  to  $220  million  for  a  grand 
total  of  $321,162,346.

Ro!)ert  Louis  Stevenson,  Rudyard  Kipling,  Mark  Twain,  to  name  only  a  few, 
lia\c  made  .statements  to  that  eflfeet  and  this  week  they  were  joined  in  this  senti- 
ment hy  Nikita  Khrushchev. 

Nevertheless,  even  the  Chamber,  defender 
of  the  city's  fine  reputation,  agrees  with  many 
others  that  San  Francisco  could  become  even 
more  beautiful  if  more  trees  were  planted. 

Taking  its  inspiration  from  Joyce  Kilmer, 
the  Chamber  has  kicked  off  a  program  to  en- 
courage district  associations  and  householders 
to  do  more  planting  of  the  proper  kind  of 
trees.  It  has  published  a  brief  guide  entitled 
"Street  Tree  Planting  in  San  Francisco." 
Based  on  authoritative  data  assembled  by  the 
.Street  Tree  division  of  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works,  of  which  Brian  Fewer  is  Supervis- 
ing Gardener,  the  pamphlet  lists  nearly  40 
trees,  evergreen  and  deciduous,  which  grow 
well  in  San  Francisco  with  exposure  to  winds, 
fog.  salt  air,  and  sun,  in  each  neighborhood 
taken  into  account. 

Ten  thriving  examples  of  the  most  suitable 
trees  for  San  Franci.sco  will  be  displayed  in 
planters  at  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  Home 
Show.  September  26  -  October  4  at  the  Co\\ 
Palace  in  an  exhibit  jointly  sponsored  by  the 
Street  Tree  division  and  the  Chamber.  Brian 
Fewer  and  experts  from  the  San  Francisco 
Garden  Club  will  be  on  hand  daily  to  distrib- 
ute guides  to  the  public  for  25  cents  each  and 
answer  questions  about  tree  planting  in  San 
Francisco.

Grand  National  Livestock  Exposition 
Begins  October  30  at  the  Cow  Palace 

The  15th  annual  Grand  National  Livestock  Exposition  Horse  Show  and  Cham- 
pionship Rodeo,  to  be  held  in  the  Cow  Palace  Oct.  30  through  Nov.  8,  is  a  vital 
factor  in  the  economic  growth  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Region  and  California 
as  a  whole. 

J.  W.  Mailliard  III,  President  of  the  Cow  Palace  and  a  former  Chamber  presi- 
njent,  predicts  that  visitors  to  the  show  and  ex- 
hibitors will  spend  approximately  $7  million 
during  their  stay  in  San  Francisco. 

The  Grand  National  is  the  largest  show  of 
its  kind  in  the  West.  Latest  figures  compiled 
show  that  this 


year's  entries  of 
2,985  blue-blooded 
beef  and  dairy 
cattle,  sheep  and 
swine  will  be  ex- 
hibited by  341 
growers  from  23 
states  and  Canada, 
a  gain  of  70  exhib- 
itors and  317  ani- 
mals over  the  1958 
exposition. 

In  recognition 
of  the  growing  im- 
portance of  the

Of  this  attend- 
ance, 30  per  cent  will  come  from  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco;  38  per  cent.  Contra 
Costa,  Alameda.  San  Mateo,  and  Santa  Clara 
counties;  25  per  cent  from  the  balance  of 
California  and  seven  per  cent  from  points 
outside  the  state. 

Of  those  attending,  28,000  are  ex- 
pected to  spend  one  night  or  longer  in 
the  community  at  hotels,  motels  or  with 
relatives  and  friends  and  spend  an  aver- 
age of  $250  each  or  a  total  of  $7,000,- 
000,  according  to  Mailliard.

Glenn  T.  Seaborg,  Nobel  Prize  Winner  in 
Chemistry  and  Chancellor  of  the  University 
of  California,  will  speak  on  "Planning  Today 
for  Tomorrow's  Energy  Needs"  at  a  luncheon 
cosponsored  by  the  Chamber  and  the  Com- 
mercial Club.

Propositions  D,  E,  F,  G  and  H  on 
November  Ballot  Gain  Chamber  Support 

Propositions  D,  E,  F.  G  and  H  on  the  November  3  municipal  ballot  have  the 
support  of  the  Chamber. 

These  propositions  were  approved  by  the  Chamber  Board  of  Directors  follow- 
ing study  and  reconinicndation  by  its  Legislative  and  National  Affairs  Section  and 
the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Conference. 


"Recommendations  for  approval  represent 
the  agreed  opinions  of  both  groups."  accord- 
ing to  Frederick  H.  Hawkins.  Chairman  of  the 
Legislative  and  National  Affairs  Section  of  the 
Chamber,  "based  on  information  as  follows: 

"Proposition  D :  although  there  are  16  mem- 
bers of  the  Art  Commission,  six  are  ex-officio 
and  do  not  regularly  attend  Commission  meet- 
ings. Proposition  D.  providing  that  six  mem- 
bers constitute  a  quorum,  will  expedite  the 
business  conduct  of  Art  Commission.  There 
are  no  known  arguments  in  opposition. 

"Proposition  E:  a  Charter  amendment  to 
have  filing  of  claims  against  the  city  conform 
with  the  state  legislation.  The  city  charter 
now  provides  that  claims  against  the  city  must 
be  filed  within  60  days  while  the  State  law 
allows  100  days.  Proposition  E  would  estab- 
lish a  uniform  practice. 

"Proposition  F:  to  place  the  salary  of  the 
attorney  for  the  public  administrator  (fixed  at 
$8,000  in  19.32 )  under  salary  standardization. 
(His  two  part-time  assistant  attorneys  are 
both  employed  at  a  higher  maximum  salary 
range. ) 

"Proposition  G:  would  define  'conflict  of 
interest'.  Under  present  provisions,  any  per- 
son considered  for  appointive  positions  in  city 
and  county  government  would  be  ineligible  if 
he  has  any  financial  interest  whatsoever  in  a 
company  which  transacts  business  with  it. 

"Proposition  H:  would  [urmit  the  city  to 
purchase,  lease  or  exchange  property  to  re- 
locate the  i)roduce  market  and  related  food 
processing  plants. 

"In  view  of  pending  condemnation  proceed- 
ings for  the  Area  E-1  'Golden  Gateway'  Proj- 


ect, the  city  is  obliged  to  find  suitable  land 
within  the  city  limits  to  relocate  the  produce 
market.  Land  at  Islais  Creek  (site  of  the 
Marine  Corps  Depot  I  could  be  made  available 
through  the  General  Services  Administration 
for  resale  to  private  interests.  However,  there 
is  no  assurance  that  the  produce  merchants 
would  be  the  highest  bidders.  This  proposition 
would  enable  the  city  (assuming  acquisition 
of  the  site)  to  negotiate  with  the  produce 
industry  toward  use  of  the  land  as  a  produce 
terminal. 

"Two  propositions  are  opposed  by  the 
Chamber: 

"Proposition  I:  which  would  provide  that 
city  and  county  employees  can  have  additional 
days  off  for  holidays  falling  during  vacations 
and  that  employees  may  accumulate  vacation 
time  up  to  30  working  days.  The  first  part  of 
the  proposition  has  the  accord  of  the  Chamber 
Directors  but  exception  is  taken  to  the  vaca- 
tion-time accumulation  clause.  There  is  no 
justification  in  creating  a  condition  whereby 
a  key  employee  could  be  absent  from  his  job 
for  as  long  as  seven  weeks.  (The  Municipal 
Conference  took  no  stand  on  this  issue. ) 

"Prr)position  J:  would  amend  the  charter  to 
provide  that  operating  engineers  in  the  Fire 
Department  would  receive  the  same  protection 
and  benefits  as  other  members.  The  Municipal 
Conference  emphatically  opposes  the  amend- 
ment as  "a  giveaway  measure  allowing  operat- 
ing engineers  in  the  fire  department  to  have 
liberal  firemen's  pension  iienefits  although 
they  are  not  firefighters.  Further,  this  amend- 
ment would  be  the  opening  wedge  for  other 
non-firefighting  employees  to  demand  costly 
firemen's  pension  benefits.'  "

Pacific  Coast-'s  "Exchange  of  Destiny" 


ARCHITECT'S  SKETCH  of  hotv  the  San  Francisco  Division  of  the  Pacific  Coast 
Stock  Exchange  ivill  look  when  completed  sometime  this  November. 

The  Pacific  Coast  Stock  Exchange — the  "Exchange  of  Destiny" — is  second  only 
to  New  York  as  a  regional  security  market.  It  accounts  for  about  30  per  cent  of  the 
national  regional  stock  exchange  volume. 

The  San  Francisco  division,  founded  in  1882,  and  the  Los  Angeles  division,  founded 
in  1899,  have  played  important  individual  roles  in  pumping  the  lifeblood  of  finance 
into  the  dynamic  Pacific  Coast  area  to  build  industrial  growth,  to  develop  business  and 
to  expand  agriculture.

More  than  550  common  and  preferred  stocks  of  companies  of  national,  regional 
and  local  significance,  including  Hawaii,  are  listed  by  the  Exchange — 80  of  them  exclu- 
sively. 

The  most  important  advantage  in  trading  on  the  Pacific  Coast  S.tock  Exchange 
is  the  time  differential  between  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Seaboards.  Pacific  is  the  only 
major  national  securities  exchange  open  from  12:30  P.M.  to  2:30  P.M.  (PST).  This  time 
differential  makes  Pacific  Coast  the  Nation's  security  market  after  12:30  P.M.  (PST) 
each  market  day.  National  and  international  events  of  major  importance  affecting 
trading  often  result  in  a  flow  of  orders  to  Pacific  Coast  Stock  Exchange  from  all  over 
the  nation. 

Another  specific  advantage  of  Pacific  is  the  tax  saving  benefit.  Customers  who 
executed  and  sold  orders  through  Pacific  in  1958  ai  the  same  price  as  the  primary 
market  saved  over  $520,000.00  in  not  having  to  pay  a  transfer  tax  to  the  State  of 
New  York.

Other  notable  gains  occurred  in  postal  re- 
ceipts, up  9.6  per  cent  from  September  1958 
and  14.9  per  cent  for  the  nine-month  period, 
and  stock  exchange  activity.  37  per  cent  ahead 
in  shares  traded  and  38.3  per  cent  ahead  in 
market  value  for  the  first  nine  months. 

Employment  in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland 
Metropolitan  Area  (the  counties  of  Alameda. 
Contra  Costa,  Marin,  San  Francisco,  San  Ma- 
teo and  Solano)  hit  a  record  high  of  1.130.300 
persons  in  September.  The  number  of  unem- 
ployed— 37.500.  or  4.7  per  cent  of  the  work 
force — was  5,400  less  this  September  than  dur- 
ing the  same  month  last  year,  despite  labor 
disputes  and  work  stoppages. 

Average  weekly  earnings  in  the  manufactur- 
ing industry  of  $106.92  for  August  (latest 
available  figure)  gained  0.7  per  cent  for  the 
similar  month  last  year  (although  slightly 
below  the  all  time  monthly  record  of  $107.46, 
set  in  July  of  this  year). 

Construction  activity  in  San  Francisco  felt 
the  impact  of  recent  strikes.  Building  permits 
tumbled  28  per  cent  from  September  1958, 
and  were  off  3.8  per  cent  for  the  first  nine 
months.  Although  the  value  of  construction 
permits  fell  16.1  per  cent  for  the  month  of 
September,  there  was  a  healthy  gain  of  14.9 
per  cent  for  the  nine  months.  Nearly  two- 
thirds  of  September's  total  of  $9.1  million  was 
for  construction  of  two  major  projects,  the 
second  unit  of  American  Trust  Company's 
headquarters  building,  California  and  Leides- 
dorf!  Streets,  and  the  Civic  Center  Plaza  Park- 
ing Garage. 

Air  Passenger  Total  Up 

Nine  county  Bay  Area  dwelling  units  au- 
thorized slipped  15.6  per  cent  for  September, 
but  showed  a  .30.3  per  cent  increase  for  the 
first  three  (juarters  of  1959  with  a  total  of 
39,421  units  (valued  at  $20,316,623). 

In  the  field  of  transportation.  August  pas- 
sengers off  and  (^n  topped  400,000  for  the 
first  time  in  any  month  at  .San  Francisco  Inter- 
national Airport  with  a  total  of  431.771,  or  a 
gain  of  17.4  per  cent  over  August  of  1958  . 


Rail  Express  .shipments  were  off  17.4  per 
cent  for  September  and  8.3  per  cent  for  the 
nine  months'  period. 

Revenue  tonnage  through  the  Port  of  San 
Francisco  was  down  33.9  per  cent  in  Septem- 
ber and  13.9  per  cent  from  August  of  this  year. 

San   Francisco-Oakland   Bay   Bridge   cross- 
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ings  for  the  first  nine  months  totaled  28.370,- 
120.  a  gain  of  5.2  per  cent,  and  3,297,165  for 
September,  up  7.1  per  cent.

'Formal  Handshake'  Policy  with  Red  China  Urged 


Congressman  Charles  Porter  of  Eugene, 
Ore.,  advocated  a  "formal  handshake  at  arm's 
length"  ratiier  than  the  present  administra- 
tion's "cold  shoulder"  policy  toward  Red 
China  at  a  meeting  of  the  San  Francisco  Area 
World  Trade  Association  last  week  at  a  lunch- 
eon at  the  Fairmont  Hotel. 

Congressman  Porter  urged  that  the  admin- 
istration "cease  sponsoring"  Chiang  Kai-shek, 
and  that  Formosa  and  the  Pescadores  be 
"internationalized." 

He  urged  that  trade  be  resumed  with  Red 
China  on  the  same  basis  as  at  present  with 
the  Soviet  bloc,  that  its  government  be  admit- 
ted to  the  United  Nations,  and  that  its  sov- 
ereignty be  acknowledged. 

He  characterized  the  U.  S.  Government's 
policy  as  "one  of  massive  insulation,  silence 
and  a  cold  shoulder"  and  urged  that  Chiang

tion of  world  trade,"  How  said. 

"Location  of  a  part  or  all  of  the  de- 
partment   at   the   center   has    had    long 
consideration,"  he  explained,  "bnt  no 
solution    to   operating,    financing,    and 
other  problems  has  yet  been  found. 
"For  many  years  the  Chamber  and  the  S.F. 
Port  Authority   have   cooperated   with   other 
agencies  in  promotion  of  the  city's  water-borne 
commerce.  Such  cooperation  shall  be  contin- 
ued," How  said,  "and  effective  results  can  be 
accomplished   regardless    of   the   location   of 
various  world  trade  oESces  and  agencies.

"The  42-year-old  San  Francisco  Area 
World  Trade  Association  is  an  entity 
created  within  the  Chamber  to  advance 
international  trade  and  is  staffed 
through  the  World  Trade  Department. 
All  of  its  operations  are  integrated  with 
those  of  other  Chamber  departments 
concerned  with  the  production  of  litera- 
ture, publicity,  the  use  of  foreign  raw 
materials  in  Bay  Region  factories,  and 
the  marketing  of  Northern  California 
products  abroad,  to  name  only  a  few.

Thornton  Beach  Status  Studied  by  Chamber  Regional  Problems  Section 


A  panel  discussion  on  Thornton  Beach  State 
Park — the  north  San  Mateo  County  coastal 
recreation  area  spilling  into  San  Francisco 
County — was  held  by  the  Regional  Problems 
Section  of  the  Chamber  last  Friday  at  the 
Chamber. 

Panelists  included  Charles  DeTurk,  Chief 
of  the  California  Division  of  Beaches  and 
Parks;  Creed  B.  Haberlin,  member  of  the  San 
Mateo  County  Recreation  Commission;  and 
Peter  Markovich,  manager  of  the  Daly  City 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Also  attending  were  Assemblymen  Louis 
Francis  of  San  Mateo  County  and  Milton 
Marks  and  Charles  Meyers  of  San  Francisco; 
and  State  Senator  J.  Eugene  McAteer  of  San 
Francisco.  Thomas  F.  Casey,  Jr.,  attorney  of 
Cahill  and  Casey  and  chairman  of  the  Region- 


al Problems  Section,  presided. 

"Thornton  Beach  lies  on  the  southern  bor- 
der of  San  Francisco  and  is  largely  used  by 
San  Franciscans,"  Wayne  M.  Stevens  of  Mac- 
Kenzie  Stevens  and  Company  and  Chairman 
of  the  Thornton  Beach  State  Park  Develop- 
ment Committee,  pointed  out. 

"In  spite  of  the  great  need  for  restoration 
and  development  of  this  clean  beach  close  to 
San  Francisco,  selfish  interests  seem  deter- 
mined to  divert  $400,000  of  State  money, 
already  appropriated,  to  other  areas  further 
south. 

"Ever  since  the  former  road  to  the  beach 
was  accidentally  put  out  of  commission  in 
1955,  repair,  restoration  and  development  of 
the  beach  have  been  put  off  on  one  excuse  or 
another — none  of  them  truly  valid. 


"With  regard  to  the  total  appropriation  now 
available  and  the  relative  population  to  be 
served,  the  cost  of  making  Thornton  Beach 
fully  usable  is  not  large.  Before  State  money 
is  spent  acquiring  land  elsewhere,  thought 
also  should  be  given  to  the  fact  that  the  beach 
property  was  originally  acquired  by  the  State 
Division  without  cost  as  a  gift. 

"When  it  was  learned  that  the  $400,000  in 
Senator  Richard  Dolwig's  bill  is  not  now 
planned  for  use  at  Thornton  Beach,  after  a 
previously  unwarranted  diversion  of  $61,900 
allotted  to  it,  a  number  of  those  especially 
interested  —  including  representatives  of  the 
City  Council  of  Daly  City,  the  Westlake  Sub- 
divisions Improvement  Association  and  other 
civic  organizations  and  committee  members — 
evinced  keen  interest  in  the  proceedings."

Passing  of  Leland  Cutler,  Ex-Chamber  President,  Mourned  by  Business  Leaders 


Civic  and  business  leaders  this  week 
mourned  the  passing  of  Leland  W.  Cutler, 
President  of  the  Chamber  for  three  terms  and 
prime  force  behind  many  of  San  Francisco's 
most  ambitious  projects  during  the  past  half- 
century. 

Cutler,  75,  died  last  week  at  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Stanford  Hospital  of  a  heart  ailment. 

Cutler  was  a  guiding  influence  in  the  Bay 
Area,  from  the  Panama  Pacific  International 
Exposition  of  1915  to  the  building  of  Treasure 
Island,  the  Golden  Gate  and  Bay  Bridges  and 
the  World  Trade  Center, 

In  his  autobiography,  "America  is  Good  to 
a  Country  Boy,"  he  recalled  his  early  years 
in  Colusa   (where  he  was  born),  and  Irving- 


ton.  He  graduated  from  Stanford  University 
in  1906  and  became  city  editor  of  the  SANTA 
CRUZ  SENTINEL.  In  1908  he  joined  the  in- 
surance firm  of  Robertson,  Spengler  and  Lloyd 
as  a  salesman.  In  1920  he  joined  the  Fidelity 
&  Deposit  Co.,  a  Maryland  firm,  and  rose  to 
be  a  vice  president  and  director. 

Cutler  also  served  as  a  trustee  of  Stanford 
University  for  more  than  35  years  and  as  Pres- 
ident of  the  Board  for  12  consecutive  terms. 
He  was  elected  President  of  the  Chamber 
three  times  in  a  row  and  headed  the  Com- 
munity Chest  campaign  twice.  He  served  on 
virtually  every  city  commission  —  the  Park 
Commission  for  eight  years,  the  Library  Com- 
mission, as  president,  and  the  Art  Commission. 

As  President  of  the  Chamber  he  played  a 


key  role  in  pushing  through  the  Sunnyvale 
Dirigible  Base  (now  Moffett  Naval  .^ir  Sta- 
tion I  and  a  .State  appropriation  to  build  the 
Cow  Palace.  He  was  a  leader  in  the  fight  for 
the  Bay  Bridge  as  early  as  1927.  In  1937.  he 
was  elected  President  of  the  World  Trade 
Center,  Inc.,  a  nonprofit  corporation  organized 
by  Chamber  leaders.  When  the  State  created 
the  World  Trade  Center  Authority  10  years 
later,  he  was  made  its  Chairman. 

Only  a  few  weeks  ago,  he  gave  a  tape- 
recorded  interview  to  Michel  Lipman,  co- 
author of  a  volume  on  the  Chamber,  with 
James  D.  Warnock,  Manager  of  the  Chamber 
Publicity  Department,  to  be  issued  as  one  of 
a  series  in  the  Library  of  Western  Industry 
(Filmer  Publications).

has  exceeded  1.1  million  in  the  area.  All  cate- 
gories except  agriculture  and  the  manufactur- 
ing industry  registered  gains  in  the  number  of 
employed.  Unemployment  decreased  24.7  per 
cent  from  October  1958  to  the  lowest  point 
since  October  1957.  The  36.700  out  of  work 
represented  but  3.1  per  cent  of  the  labor  force. 

Agriculture  employed  13.2  per  cent  fewer 
workers  than  in  the  previous  October,  while 
manufacturing  dipped  1.2  per  cent  for  the 
same  period. 

In  the  field  of  finance,  bank  debits  totaled 
more  than  $44  billion  for  the  first  10  months — 
a  gain  of  8.1  per  cent  over  last  year',*  cumula- 
tive period. 

Pacific  Coast  Stock  Exchange  share-  traded 
during  the  10  months  numbered  40.118.404.  a 
rise  of  26.3  per  cent,  despite  an  October  de- 
cline of  35.9  per  cent  from  October  1958. 
Commercial  failures  totaled  108  in  the  first  10 
months  for  a  gain  of  11.3  per  cent,  and  includ- 
ed 16  for  October,  a  45.5  per  cent  gain  and 
high  compared  to  monthly  figures  in  recent 
years.  Postal  receipts  were  up  12.8  per  cent 
for  the  year  to  date  although  lower  by  2.4 
per  cent  for  the  month  of  October. 

In  transportation,  truck  movements  over  the 
Golden  Gate  and  Bay  Bridges  jumped  four 
per  cent  over  September,  surpassing  last  Octo- 
ber's high  monthly  index  for  1958  by  5.8  per 
cent. 

Airport  traffic  again  increased  over  the  pre- 
vious October  and  for  the  10  month  period. 
Planes  in-and-out  rose  9.1  and  7.5  per  cent, 
respectively;  passengers  off  and  on  19.4  and 
14.3  per  cent;  and  airmail  loaded  and  unload- 
ed 3.9  and  12.2  per  cent.  Gains  also  were  im- 
pressive in  air  express  and  air  freight  loaded 
and  unloaded. 

Revenue  tonnage  for  the  Port  of  San  Fran- 
cisco was  off  25.5  per  cent  in  October  and  9.1 
per  cent  for  the  cumulative  period. 

Gas,  electricity  and  water  sales  for  October 
were  above  the  same  month  last  year,  with 
water  consumption  gaining  1.0"^  for  indus- 
trial and  8.3%  for  residential  usage  because  of 
the  prolonged  dry  season. 

Newcomer  and  visitor  inquiries  received  by 
the  Chamber's  Research  Department  —  which 
usually  decline  in  October — showed  a  gain  of 
44.2  per  cent  for  the  month.

said  that  "California's  industrial  ciimniunity  is 
vulnerable  to  foreign  trade. 

'"Oil.  lumber,  fishing,  mining  and  manufac- 
turing industries  must  be  protected  by  such 
devices  as  the  Buy  American  Law  in  order  to 
sustain  themselves.  California's  steel  industry, 
which  invested  some  $750  million  in  expansion 
and  modernizing  since  World  War  II.  has 
much  at  stake.

The  groups  met  at  the  retpiest  of  Governor 
Brown  to  discuss  the  effects  of  foreign  imports 
on  the  State's  mining,  manufacturing  and 
oilier  related  industries. 

"The  mining  industry  has  been  in  a 
critical  rondilion  since  1955,"  Dr.  Crook 
pointed  out,  "and  the  Governor  is  keenly 
interested  in  the  interrelationship  of  our 
state  and  national  economy  and  the  im- 
pact of  foreign  imports." 
Also  representing  Governor  Brown  was  De- 
Witt  Nelson,  director  of  natural  resources. 

Jack  H.  How,  president  of  the  Chamber  and 
president  of  Western  Machinery  Company, 
stated  that  "the  non-ferrous  mining  industry 
has  become  almost  non-existent. 

"It   is   an   example,   a   forerunner   of 
what  might  happen  eventually  to  manu- 
facturing  itself   in   this   state,"   he   con- 
tinued.  "Weighed   against    its   fate   and 
the  fate  of  the  state's  industrial  economy 
is  the  fact  that  international  trading  of- 
fers a  great  volume  of  employment  and 
the   fact   that   exporting  and   importing 
are  vital  to  our  economy." 
World    trade    spokesman   James    S.    Baker. 
James   S.    Baker   Company,   said    that    "what 
mining  needs  is  something  in  the  nature  of  a 
direct  subsidy  to  sustain  it. 

"The  mining  industry  employs  a  total  of 
41.000  persons  in  California  and  51  per  cent  of 
them  are  employed  in  the  oil  extraction  busi- 
ness. 

"World  trade  is  a  billion-dollar  industry," 
he  continued.  "This  two-way  trade  of  Califor- 
nia ports  can  be  adversely  affected  if  the  State 
decides  to  impress  restrictive  policies  on  for- 
eign commerce.  The  mining  industry  being 
marginal,  needs  a  basic  subsidy  to  sustain  it." 
Jack  Gomperts  of  Jack  Gomperts  Company. 
Importers  &  Exporters,  warned  that  Califor- 
nia's great  agricultural  industry  "might  lose 
much  by  retaliatory  tactics."  He  pointed  out 
that  dried  fruit  exports  of  the  State  amount  to 
some  $.30  million  to  $40  million  annually  with 
Japan  and  Europe,  "countries  with  protective 
tendencies"  and  its  main  markets.  He  stated 
that  California  fruit  interests  "unanimously 
oppose  restrictions." 

"There   is   no   sympathy   anywhere    for   the 
mining  industry."  S.  H.  Williston.  chairman  of 
the  Chamber  Mining  committee  and  vice  presi- 
dent of  Cordero  Mining  Company,  declared. 
"Undercutting  costs,  and  an  influx  of 
foreign  materials  hurl  .  .  .  other  indus- 
tries also  are  hurling,  such  as  the  hard- 
wood and  plywood  and  the  tuna  fishing 
industries. 

"Our  imports  are  increasing  and  exports  de- 
clining. 

"National  exports  have  fallen  from  $20  bil- 
lion to  $15  billion  and  imports  have  risen  from 
$10  billion  to  111  billion.  If  this  adverse  im- 
balance continues,  sooner  or  later  the  country 
will  be  in  trouble." 

J.  A.  Crooks.  Manager  of  Sales.  Bethlehem 
Steel  Corporation.  Pacific  division,  represent- 
ing  the   Chamber   Manufacturers   Committee. 


"We  must  compete  with  foreign  steel  inter- 
ests which  can  undercut  us  anywhere  from  10 
to  30  per  cent." 

I.  M.  White,  vice  president  and  general  man- 
ager of  Pelton  division,  Baldwin-Lima-Hamil- 
ton Corporation,  stated  that  his  company, 
which  has  a  $4  million  annual  business  in 
hydraulic  turbines,  "once  had  a  good  market 
abroad,  but  it  has  all  but  vanished."  White 
estimated  his  company  has  lost  about  $25  mil- 
lion to  foreign  competition  in  the  last  ten 
years. 

"Foreign  products  in  this  field  are  generally 
every  bit  as  good  and  often  better."  he  said. 
"Competing  under  unequal  labor  conditions  is 
simply  out  of  the  question."
